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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
comnitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crises trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 


The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent'cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages.

Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firi}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

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Max Brueggemann: Member and Secrevary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal connittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkoranando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Conmand by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.I The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to' 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution,*ere originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling witlr^the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgncr, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while IS were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with time already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more connissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents-are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M895. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminals Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Trials of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

which work according to sound businoss principles! 

The Regional Ubor Offlco Vestnark expressed Its opinion repeatedly to 
the effect that it will allocato replacoccnt workers first cf all to 
plants which work according to sound businoss principles. Ve cannot 
judge to what extent this concept is really being applied beenuoe wo 
lack tho neceseary knowledge In regard to tho other plants. 

d. ) Havo non with practical experience in Industry any Influence on tho 

directing of workers? 

Ve do have an influence as regards the distribution of workers according 
to angles of plant operation, thanks to Gebechcale. 
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By c-ntact between In their relationship with the local Arboits- 

elnsats (labor allocation) offieee, the aerrlce offices maintained by 
Gcbechenie abroad are la a position to exert a cortaln Influence as regards 
the aeloctlng of workers who are to be sent to Oersany. 

a) Vhat suggestions do you hare for an iepreved directing and for the better 
utilisation of workers with your Industry Group so as to raise the 
efficiency? • 

A raising of the efficiency can only be effected If the quality of the foreign 
workers inproves considerably. This would aean that workers from the chcalcal 
Industry of foreign countries will be placed at our 'leposal ae far ao they 
can be eparod there. Considering the voluee of drafts by the Wchrnacht as 
they presently take place and are to be expected for the near futuro the 
production can only be ralntalned on the present lerel If there io n fully 
equivalent replacement for the workers who are thereby being taken fror us. 

Tho German woror- can take over only a part cf these tasks In the chcalcal 
Industry. Therefore, It would be neccaeary to conb the cherical Industry In 
France am* Belglus and that the skilled workers who thereby are becoming 
avallablo will be utilised in the chetlcal in*ustry.

' I. EARL ZRAl'CH, Born on 7 April 1867, residing at Heidelberg 1= 

Lindenricd C3, herewith state under oath the following fact3 of which I 
have personal knowledge: 

1. I was a oeaber of the S.S.B.A.F. since 1537, Cfcairsan of the 
Supervisory Board of 1,0. Partenlndustrie fror 1940 until April 1945. and 
Plenipotentiary for Special Problszs of the 'herleal Production (Gcnoral- 
bovollaaechtigter fuor Sonierfragen dor Chericchen Eweugung) within the 
franc of the Four-Tenr-rlan fror July 1336 until April 19*45. 

2. In ry official capacity as Plenipotentiary (Generailevolloaoch- 
tlgtor fuer Sonderfn*gen dor Chesiaches BrsotVTOnr) (O.B. Cherio) I was the 
highest authority in pciaia.' Judgreat regarding the allocation of labor 

for the individual plante of the Ohceical industry. This lr.bor included, in 
adlitlon to Gerran wjrhere, foreign workers, prls**jers of war r.nd lnnatos of 
concentration carps. The Haich labor Xinictry would send re the labor 
requisitions of the individual plants for final decision. I had the author¬ 
ity to either accept the full nurber requested or to decrease it if a chock 
revoalod that the requested nurber was too hi-h. It w«p ry responsibility 
to allocate the correct arount of labor necessary to nccorplish whatever 
production program was ir.vclvtl. The Reich Labor Ministry kept re posted 
or. the avallablo nurber of worker*, frequently I would be inferred that, for 
exnsple, so and sc mny thousands were to arrive fror Belgiur or fron Russia, 
and that thcee wore availalbe to tho Chemical industry. The total nurber of 
workora orployed in the Cherical industry axouatod to approxlcntely 4CO,OCO. 

3. I ar the originator of the •Earichall Plan", erroneously known as 
tho "Ernuch Plan"; the purpose, aroag others, of this plan wae to bring 
foroign workers into Gerrany on a voluntary basis. I also rado tho suggestion 
to Ocnoral TKCKAS through Herr EI.CCECR that Russian prieoners of war 

(rare 2 of original) 

bo brought into Gerrany in order to employ then in the arrarent industry. 

This occurred in the year 1941 when hundreds of thousands of Russian 
prisoners of war were living in Poland and Russia under terrible conditlins. 

4. I was aware of the fact that fr-c tho year 19*13 on, workers woro 
recrilted in occupied countries on an involuntary basis. The Plenipotentiary 
(G»neralbovoll3«echtirter fuer Sondcrfrar.en der Chealschen Zraougurg) had 
perraaont representative^ in Paris, Brussels, the Hague, Amsterdam, Milan, 
Yugoslavia, Greece and Bratislava whose primary function was tho recruitment 
of labor for Germany on a voluntary basis. rt fter the German labor allocation 
authorities (Arbcitseicsatxbohoordea) recruited Preach workers involuntarily, 
the local representatives of tho Plenipotentiary (Gencralbevollaaochtigter 
fuor Sondorfrogca der Chesischen Irmeugung) t aether with tho plants, rade 
train escorts available.

5. The transfer of l'.bor to Germany as a part of the Prar.color 
arrangement came under my Jurisdiction as Plenipotentiary (O.B. Chemia, 
GeneralboTollnaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen dor .hccischea Erseugung). I an 
aware of at least cne case in which transports of worker* brought in undor 
the plan for recruiting foreign workers were in transit for weeks. The 
workerc wero hungry, tired, freezing, and without sufficient clothing. 
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6. It vas sy intention to use prisoners of war for conotruction 
rather than production work. I saw prisoners of war at work In Eeydebreak 
and Gendorf. H7 office was informed that prisoners of war were taken fr on 
Chenlcal plants and used to work on fortifications. In at least one 
instance I negotiated directly with the arsed forces (Vthmacht) in regard 
to prisoners of war whose working conditions I wanted to improve. 

7. I was present at the meeting of the 13rd Conference of Central 
Planning (Zentrale Planung) on 2 July 1943 at which, according to the sinutea, 
the following natter was decided: That additional labor would he cade avail¬ 
able to Buna Auschwitz.

8. In the year 19-13 ^.Vpj'ISCH info.-r-d =e that it was planned to 
use concentration ca=p inaat.f^in the laker force of 3una, Auschwitz. I was 
in Auschwitz in 19-13, and I recognised the concentration carp laborers by 
their otrlpod clothes and identification sarkings. I knew of the exlatonce 
of crenatorluca at the Ausckwitr concentration carp. In reply to ny 
questions I was told that they were used for the cronation of IncaUa who 
had died in the course of epld«nlca in the carp. 

9. KVXLLZa, ZCXAaBT and LOSEB were ny representatives in 
the offices sf the Pl-nipotvntiary (lieneralbevollsaechtigtor fuer Sonder- 
fragon dor Chenischen Ireeugung) in Paris, Belgiuc, Mllun and Yugoslavia 
respectively. They traveled frequently to exacine-labor conditions. They 
belonged to 1.0. and their salaries were paid by I.G. 

13. The welfare of the forrl^j workers enployed by I.G. Farbcn was 
part sf the responsibility of the 3*ord of Directors (Vorstand). Christian 
SCEUZIIEli had the primary responsibility as Chalrmn of the Social Welfare 
Cosaission (Sozloluussckuas). I discussed labor conditions with Christian 
5CHEZIIO. Whenever the foreign workers In individual I.G. plants were 
underfed, their efficiency was impaired. I visited plantn throughout the 
«ntiro Chenlcal industry, and on* of the first steps was always on inspec¬ 
tion of the foreign workers* quarters to ascertain their living conditions. 

11 . I had the natural feeling that the use of foreign workers by force 
woe not lawful. The detailed leral international ^agreements wrre not known 
to =» to this extent. 


I have read the abov* clat'-uent coa'istlng of three pages in the German 
language and declare that it is the full truth according to the beot of ay 
knowledge and belief. I had the opportunity to sake changes and corrections 
in the above statenent. I naTe nade tkia statesent voluntarily without any 
promise of reward, and I was not subjected to any compulsion or threat.

I. WALTER IS73CE, after having first been warned that I vlll be liable for 
punlshrent for caking a false statenent, state herewith under oath, of cy 
own free will and without coercion, the following: 


1. I was employed in the Reich labor Ministry fron 1939 to 1945, 
was chief of the iepartnent Via froa the clddle of 1943 to Apri 1 1945 an 
Ministorialrat (Ministry Counsellor) fron 1941 to 1945. The allocation 
of all labor fron Eastern Europe to Oor-any, as well as the care of 
certain industry branches, e.g., the construction trade, the clnlng In¬ 
dustry, coanerce, transportation and others, with regard to-labor alloca¬ 
tion, wore a part of =y duties. 

2 . I ostinate the total rnr.ber of construction workers allrcatod to 
the chenical industry at about 150.00C, of which the I.G. FarbenIndustrie 
A.O. claleed the greatest part. Because the construction of new plants 
and further extension of already existing plants costly only took placo 
aftor tho beginning of the war. the rrquireneats for construction workors 
in theoo enterprises concerned a preponderance of foreign workers. In 
this relation the plant 3una, Auschwlts of I.G. presented one of our 
biggest hoedaches as large rcquirecents for foreign labor existed contin¬ 
uously which wo were costly unable to fill. These requirecents

were prosonted ecphatlcally either by the G.B. Cheaio (Plenipotentiary 
General for Special flections of Chenical Production) or by tho reprosonta- 
tives of 1.0. itself, especially of the plant Ludwigsfcafen. 

3. Other plants of I.G. Farbenindustrie A.O. also cade continuous 
efforts to got support for the allocation of foreign labor, either through 
correspondence or through telephone calls or personal interviews with tho 
Reich Labor Ministry or other offices in question. I recollect, for 
instance, such negotiations with the plant Volfon of I.G. and several vieito 
of tho director of Central Social Bureau of I.O., P3iTRAKS, who was at ry 
office in the years 1942 and 1943 attemptlng to obtain Eastern workors for 
various constriction plans of X.Q. 

4. Tho representatives of the Plenipotentiary General for Special 
Questions of Chenical Production (0.3. Chonle) cade continuous efforts to 
obtain allocation of Eastern workers froa c«, Dr. Hubert HILDEBRaUDT and Dr. 
Max TIKM, for fires represented by G.2. Chcr.io. Arong these fires, tho I.G. 
Farbenindu3trlo A.G. naturally receive 4 epccial consideration fron tho 0.3, 
Choclo. Fritz EAASCH who attended to the problems of labor allocation for 
0.3. Choalo, as well as his co-workers, LISBIXAEH aafi 3IZRVIRTH appoarod 
frequently and regularly in ny office, and.asked about the prospocts of 
obtaining labor, when one could count on transports of Eastern workers and 
how nany workers there would be.

I, Hubert HQ2BBBJUBF, having been duly warned that false state¬ 
ments on my part render me liable to puniahserA, herewith make the 
following statement on oath, boluntarily and under no duress: 

1 . In 1928 I entered the Reich Institute for Biplpyoent Service 
and Unemployment Insurance, first as deputy director of the Labor Office 
Hoc hue and later as director of tho Labor Offices Hagen and Frankfurt/ 
Oder. In 1936 I was transferrfcd to civil service as Rogiorungsrat. In 
1938 I became Obcrregierungsrat and was appointed Referent in tho 
department ffcplojcent Service, Vocational Guidance and Placerent Service 
for Apprentices of tho Lain Office of tho Reich Institute. Wien, in 
1939, the Ministry of Labor took over tho Reich Instituto for Bsploymont 
Service arri Unemployment Insurance, I renainod in tho Reich Ministry of 
Labor as Referent in the sams dopartmont. Through this transfer, tho 
dopArtae nt THr, whore I was employed in the Mein Office of tho Reich 
Instituto, became a subdivision of Lain Department V of the Reich J'lnistry 
of Labor under Kinistorialdiroktcr Philipp BSISIEGSL. 

At that tine. Dr. Lax TUP', was cy direct superior and rooainod 
such till the end of ny activity in the Reich Ministry of Labor, In 
1962, ny Main tej-artment and other Main Departr-cnts wore placed undor

Furthornore I doalt with mattors regarding roplaco- 
ncnt-rccruiting, systematic labor utilization, and examination of 
requirements; in connection with it, with matters regarding examination 
of plants. In cy sphere of work, examination of requirements woro of 
main importance.

In addition 
to that tho handling of aattors concerning labor allocation of all workors 
frera ‘■ost-Europcan countrios v.aa thon transferred to me.

At the end of each week, tho foreign workers will rccoive from 
thoir comp leaders the werk-repert-aheots attached in the enclosure 
with the instruction to deposit then at thoir plant and to always 
have thee filled in until Friday of the following week. request 
that you urge the supervisors to see to it that thoso werk-roport- 
ohoota aro filled cut cccpletoly,slice it is important to know whothor 
tho foreign worker absented himself free work without oxcuao during 
the week in quostion (Saturday to Friday). Camp loaders creJ foremen 
should also be given tho opportunity to contact ono anothor quickly, 
if tho conduct of the foreign workers gives causo for it. 

This training measure will bo carried out in such a manner that 
tho forelgnor recoivoa his moal tickets on Saturday, the day of issue 
only, whon presenting his f lllod-in work-report-shoot. If unoxcusod 
absenteeism is narked by the plant, ho will first bo reprimanded by 
tho camp management and punished with a fine and at tho same time ho 
will be threatened with ffti'feiture of his meal ticket in case of a 
repetition.

I arrived at ludwlgehafcn in M«y 1944 and stayed there until tho libera¬ 
tion by tho arerlean troopa in .April 1946. 

I worked an average of 12 hours every day and at very hard work. Mdod 
to tho actual working hours was tho trip fron the c*jp to tho dlfforont parts 
of tho plant, and this forced a groat nosbor of =y c-nrados to loavo the can? 
ft 4i00 a*e. only to return around 6:0C or 7:CC p.n. luring our work wo 
woro guardod by the plant polleo who wor. arcoi and who wore very strict. 

Tho pleat police ofton brutallxod tho Preach Workers, both prisoners of war 
or civilian*, if they fcuhi their work insufficient or on any othor pretext- 
Tho Qornan foreman also usod to physically punish tho forolgn lnborors who 
worked unlor his orders. 

I nysolf aaw a group of 12 civilian Trench workers who had oc»oittcd 
infractions of tfco plant regulation* (they had triod to eacapo or had not 
workod hard enough in tho eyos of tho Oars&a f<*-cnen) who wore in an awful 
condition haying workod over twolvo hours a day in a gas purifior; thoy had 
.holr heads shaved, and th07 wore driven to work by blow* adainleterod by 
un butts by tho plant police guarding thoc. On another occasion I saw a 
ronchsan who, driven by huger, triod to steal a potato

fron a railroad car; he wa* shit without warning by a tscsbor of tho plant 
polleo. This conrado died oight days later fron hi* wound. 

A* far es the *>rk wa* ojneerned I nust also edd tha.t when the Alliod 
troop* advanced frox tho Vest, tbs French workers varo obliged to go behind 
tho Goman linos in order to dig trenches. Pronch prisoners of war and 
prisoners of war of other nationalities were orployod in ell sections >f the 
I.G. Varboc plant at Ludvigahafen without exception. 

The food vo received and which wa* prividod directly by tho’ 1.0. Tvt ben 
wa* absolutely ln*uffioiont and of very j»or quality. A great muber of ay 
conrado* baciee sick became of thi* food deficiency, and I nysolf contracted 
e hunger odcca in Doceabcr 1944 and suffered fron the recession of -y guns. 

Before October 1944 we were not authorized to uso tho bonb shelters of 
the plant and in ceso of air rails wa had cither to rcwaln hs^rotoctcd in 
tho cop or to walk 7 kllosetcrs to get shelter under a donolisfcod bridge. 
Pros tho spring of 1944 on boabardaont* and alerts wore of elccst daily 
occurrence, and vo woro obliged to walk 14 klloaotora by nl^ht lu ordor to go 
to tho brldgo in quostloo Bad <v«*» back la tho nomine.

Schneider reports in detail concerning the employment situation 
in our works. The number of workers enclosed had to be again con- • 
siderably increased due ix> the growing orderc and the approximately 
18,000 enoloyees Inducted into the arced forces. In the main, women 
and foreign workers were obtained (including the 216 ? P.^.'a ar.ong 
then, there are now 12.366 foreigners of divers nationalities enployed 
in tho separate works). Eaploying these wo»n as well as the foreigners 
required the solution of special problems (housing, feeding, separate 
dressing-rooes, etc.) In reference to the report of Schneider, 
experiences gained by the separate works In regard to the divers cate¬ 
gories of foreign labor were exchanged. According to Schneider's 
report, 23* workers and 60 salaried employees, taking a total of 292 
enployoes , were killed In action until 5 February 191*1. 

Ther«* is unanimous agre*rv*nt that, in spite of many difficulties 
and in spite o' the average inadequacy of tho wort obtained from foreign 
and compulsory labor, it will not be possible to diapense with thorn In 
the future either. Satisfaction is expressed generally that cooperation 
with the authorities and the Oerrvrn labor front in this sphore is 
favorable.

Air Raid Precautions . Tho Frenchnon wore forced to participate in air 
raid precautions, or elso they were sent to a labor canp; thin participation 
in tho air raid precautions represented an additional stay in tho factory on 
ono day of the reek and one Sunday each aonth. On the other hani' in the 
beginning the foreigners were not allowed to use bomb sheltors of tho plant 
which were reserved for the Geraana; it was only when thore was an adequato 
nueber of shelters that the French were authorized to use then.

free will and without coercion, the following! 

-irirg June 1943 when I was endin' cy conpulsoiy aorvice in the Touth 
v '°r Ccflp, I, ilk* nil ny coaradaa, was transferred without ny consent to 
o'rrvuiy an*, vas assigned on the oixth of June to Buna Verke factory of 1 . 0 . 
f'rben la Schkopau-ivACerseberg. Trployod as a laborer, I was unpointed as 
reproeeatative of the French workers la this factory on 1 Kovenbor 1943. I 
wac arrooted on 29 Soptocber 1944 bocause of resistance activity. I was 
tort’irod may tiaee an* at last sent to the externinatlon can? of Mauthausen 
at the end of February 1945. I went out of that carp in a Bed Cross convoy 
on 24 April 19*5 and was sent back to Trance on 1 May 1945. 

Ky activity as representative of the Trench workere as well as cy 
knowledge of the Ooxcaa language allowed ne to be well lnfornsd on tho way 
things woro going on in the Buna Verko Schkopau fron which I extract the 
following examples. 

Tho factory of Buna Schkopau alloyed nearly 6,000 forolgn workors who 
cor. be classified approxlcately at follows! 1200 Trench, 2200 Italians, 

600 Busoians, 3CC P*les, 160 Cxecht, 100 Bolgians, 50 Creates, 1000 Oerrans 
fron -broad, the rest being constituted of wocen of evory nationality. 

Rocruttl.-v -1 The Trench included approximately 50 volunteers, 150 ox~ 
prisoners of war, 3CO ymav; boys fron the Touth labor Caape, the rost bolng 
cocpulsory laborere. In May 19*4, 250 Trenchaea did not return fron loave. 

In order to fill out this cop, tho hoad of tho Social Department and the 
•eputy chiof of the workors 1 Personnel Dopartcont of tho factory of Schkopau 
vent to Trine* in the two districts of l'Sure and l'orno, especially assigned 
f't tho factories of the Oau EolloJbrsoburg, In order to get 250 
•'"olunteors". When they eaw their ccnplote failuro to reoruit theoe workers 
v'luntorily, the 250 non were roundod up and picked up by f«rce. A few of 
f-ea •zero oven hold up everywhere, in the fields, on the r^ads as thoy woro 
or.’, they c-co to Schkopau without any personal posseseions. I know this 
fron what thoy told no personally, -ad fron vh-.t I observed personally. 

Mark on:'. T—’. t Work duration varied fror. 56 h'urc t- 72 hours a vook 
except for hussiane an*. Polos who ha*, an avor-ge base of 12 h-uro a day but 
who practical?.;* viAa'’. 16 hours a *.ay in the hardest Jo*-.-.. Hussions llvod 
la a spocinl c.— 7 . Thoy.occupied also, no they were nuaor-us, one of tho 
blocks rosor/o' 1 . for tho other foreign workere. That block was guard.od nnd 
surroundod with barbed wire. Food varied followiaT tho n-.tiorality as well 
in quantity os in quality. Thorc wero three kitchens: 3ern-n, Italian and 
f-'rolgn. Tho food of tho Gcrnons was nornal, that of tho Italians was 
3 >newhat loos good, the food of the foreigners vae nedlocro and insufficient. 
Hoithor Suasions nor Poles woro admitted In the ferei-^ers 1 kitchen, and 
their food was even worse than ours. Tor instance, they practically never 
had reat except free tine to tine the cost inferior rejects. 

Finally nearly 1600 Italians who in 1943 refused to continue the fight 
against tho Allies were badly treated until thoy were transf-raed into so- 
called froe workere which was practically in June 1944. Their food was so 
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dreadful that I saw with sy own syea .certain of then entire grass. 

York was supervised noreally by a foreran. Basslans aa well a* 
prisoner* of war wont tn work and case tack free work In ranks guarded by 
Yorks pollzel. In trance and exit of the factory required a pass. 

Trench workers were not free neither to chaise work nor to go hack to 
Franco. Certain of then that I knew personally tried t« ©*c*>oj they wore 
caught by the Gestapo aad sent to the York Education Car^ (A.Z.L.). 

French volunteers had oontracts for a United duration. Slnco I have 
been r.t Schkopau none of tho volunteers whose contract expired was authorized 
to go back to Trance. 

MgAlCT-1 5*7*1 The doctors fr-c the factory who wore J .lr*ctly employed 
by I.O. rofusod very often to reco-alto as sick persons who were roally ill 
and sent then back to work despite tholr physical condition under tho 
const'nt threat of the A.Z.L. 

Pualehnents » All infractions regarding work discipline wore reported 
by 1.0. Tar bon to the Gestapo. Ihe Gestapo ordered the puniehnente auto- 
rat lcally. "cere was anong the personnel of tho factory one ran nanod 
Lehrnundt oopoclally in charge of relations with tho Oesti^oj I an not able 
to state clearly whether that ran was enployed exclusively by tho factory 
or by tho Gestapo or by both. Lehmuadt had la tho factory the disposal of 
a little house which he shared with the Yerkspollsel. He had under his 
coecand a cortain nunber of plainclothes pollce&ca for inquiries, interrup¬ 
tions, otc. In his office cans all the requests for punishments cade by the 
factory, and It was through Lehrnundt : s lntomedlary that 60 of cy conradoa 
wore nrrostod In 194*1 following oy own arrest. 

Infractions of the Y#rk» regulations wore always punished in tho sane 
vny; that Is, a stry froc 6 weoks to 3 nonths In the Vorke Beprltal Crrp 
(A.Z.L.) without the person kaowla- the duration of his punlshncnt. 

Genoral conditions In the A.Z.L. were absolutely ths san> as those of 
tho or.torclnatlon carp concoming food, work, tortures, and executions. As 
no A.Z.L. mi situated In Sporgan, close to the factory leuna of 1.0. Tarben 
about 15 kllosotors fr.-c Schkopau, conditions of lifo In the carp wero 
known by everybody* ?ho incates cane to work In groups in the factories of 
1.0. to tho Bum factory, principally to LeunA, and naturally they wore 
enployod at tho hardest tasks. Zrcrybody saw thee and was ablo to Judge 
tholr physical conditions. Finally aftor an air raid a certain nunbor of 
lnr.atos fror. tho A.Z.L. Spergau were ovacua.ted t« om rtf the blocks of 
Suno-Schkopc.u cwjp, a block which had been put by the factory at the disposal 
of the Costco for that purpose. 

Concoml-: Russians, I saw personally tholr carp conrander (Lagor- 
fuehror) beat then. This can? coceonder personally told ac that corporal 
punlshncnt was usually employed in the Hussion carp.

nnnagessont (technlscho Direkticnsartollucg) in Eoechst. Aftor the death of 
Dr. HSKMALi: in 1938, I continued to rra<ge the technical departrent 
(Direkt ions able lining ?) under the now plant r onager, Profeeaor Dr. LA'JTEE- 
SCHLA3JEE, ’until I vaa coralssioned In 1941 to take over the ramgenent of 
tho .Social DopArtront (Soxlalabteilung) fror Director SCEVAESOEK. * rerained 
leader of the Social Departrent until ry discharge in 1945 and ae such was 
under Professor Dr. LA'JYISoCELADEh. 


2 . Vithln the functions of the Soeisd Departnent there were included 
ocoi^ others the requesting and hiring: workers, the regulation of wages 
and salary relations, the racagerent of rasps for foreigners and the resold 
of foreigners, The total nunber of wor.jrt of I.O. Parbwerke Eoechst during 
the war, exclusive of those dr.vfted, vaslO.COO - 11,OCO, of which about 

3,COO were foreign lsborere and prisoners ef war. 

3. As loader of the Social Departrent I participated rogularly In tho 

Directors' nestings. The ranag^rent cor.oi-tcd of: Dr. LADTSIBCELAHJER, 
nenbor of the Board of Directors; rerber of tho Bonrd of Directors; 

Dlroctor VIEIJACER (inorgar.ix division); Dr. BILCEES till the end of 1944 
then Dr. THIEL (lnterrediates division); Director Dr. 207H (aoetlc acid and 

^ synthetic! division); Director Dr. ZA1SI (dyes plant); Direotor Dr. FEHRLE 
(pharraceutical division); Director Dr. 125EL3 ERT 2

(Orleooholr plant); Director Dr. 0KS3LIM ( X anku r plant); Dr. H0GEK30ECKER 
(•ffenbach) pnd previously also Director Dr. ERIEZLZIS. Becuaae Eoechst was 
the SAlr. plant for the works corbine Moirgau (Vorort fuer die Betriebs- 
gereinechaft Malrgau) (Oriessheir, Offenbach, Maiskur, Marburg and Oorsthofen) 
the directors' nestings took place every fourteen days with all represents 
tiven part 1cipatleg.

These requests were collected 
In the Social Department (Sotialabteilung), were examined, and then 
presented by mo in the Directors' meetisg. If the total demand va 3 approved 
by the management, I requested this labor either only for the 1 , 0 . Hoechat 
plant or — when one of the gentlemen from other plants asked no for It — 
also for the other Kaingau works.

c) As the labor/to which ve divert turned firet c^uld eatlsfy our 
needs only partially, we turned directly to 0.5.

I myself was several times in Berlin to support «ur 
demands. These visits were in connection with foreign labor which wo were 
supposed to obtain from 0.5.

I was In Paris 
throe times and obtained the promise that French labor would be put nt our 
disposal. 

• ) In 19*42 or 1943 I ascertained that other 1.0. works were such 
better provided with foreign labor than bocause they had their own 
permanent representatives in occupied c untries; for inet-nce, the Lever¬ 
kusen plant had a man in Poland. I tfcvn made the suggestion to the naaago- 
nont to send Dr. STtLUCAin.*, a pensioned 1.9. Prokurlst, to Parle. This 
suggestion was accepted by the management and Dr. STXLUtAOT wan our persanont 
contact nan with 0.3. Chemie in Paris with the objective of requesting labor. 
Kin task was to help in our demands and to influence the selection of workers 
according to instructions which wo sent to him. His endeavors were success¬ 
ful, and he sent ua workers, the exact cumber of which I no longer reneaber. 

f) In 1944 0.3. Chemie recuested us to nano a gentleman who would 
carry out the hiring of labor for the Chemical industry In Northern Italy.

JCEAS3 sixes, 3orn 21 Septc-ber 19C3 la Soergenloch, district 
of Maine, living at Zoenigsteln (Tainus), Altkoenlgstrasse 2, employed 
from 1926 to 1945 by I.G. Farbwerke Eccchst, state herewith under oath the 
followlsg facts which are known to me from personal knowledge: 

1. From 1941 on, I was partially employed (half-days) in the Social 
Welfare Department (Eoxialabteilumg) of I.G. Farbwerke Eoechst. Ky duties 
extended to care for the skilled workers administratively and according to 
social welfare laws (Sotialrechtlich). In this respect I was under Dr. 

Otto SI2SCE2L, the Eead of the Social -lfare Department of I.G. Farbwerke 
Eoechst. 

2. At the request of the plant management, in February 1942 Dr. 

SI3SCEZL made a trip to Paris on which I accompanied hia as legal advloer. 

The purpose of * his trip was to conclude a contract with the flro PArdini 
with the view of obtaining about 300 ?rench workers. The firs Pardlnl was 
known to us by G.9. Ches, (Translator's h'ote: Oencralbovollnaechtigter fuer 
sonderfreges aer chenlschen Zrceugucg, Plenipotentiary for special problens 
of the cheslcal production), and the contract was concluded through the 
representative of G.B. Ches. in Paris hie office. 

3. In the year 1944 the plant management of Eoechst was requested by 
G.3. Ches to appoint a gentleman who would undertake a trip to Italy with 
the visw of aiding in the procurement of workers. Inasmuch ns the plant 
management at Eoechst was sorely pressed for labor, I was entrusted with 
this task. I made two trips to Italy from the end of March to the beginn¬ 
ing of June and from the beginning of July to August 20, 1944, During this 
time I obtained =y rsgular salary from Eoechst and ny expenso account from 
G.B. Ches. My task was to examine plants of the cheoical and textllo Indus¬ 
trie in Opper Italy, The examination had the purpose to determine to what 
extent the labor of these plants C'uld be made available for allottoent in 
Gorraay. The reeult of these emmlaavirne wan subxltted la a report which 
went to the labor board for chemicals (Arboltsstab Chenlo) in Milan

and to the German labor allottment boards (Arbeitselnsatsstaebe). Tho Ocrran 
labor allotment boards negotiated with the Italian labor offices and induced 
them to reorult the Italian workers sui'able for employment in Germany. 

The Italian labor office summoned the workers to appear for the purpose of 
a medical exarlsati-n by an Italian physician to determine the physical 
fitness of the individual, and for the signing of a labor contract. I was 
also present in order to explain to t.r Italian workers tho conditions of the 
extract and the situation at the Hoechet plant. It was naturally the wish 
of the firm which sent mo to get ae many and as good laborers as possible. 
This wish was not, however, completely satisfied because G.3. Chen, estab¬ 
lished quotas according to the urgency of the demand in the individual 
plants. After my return I made a report to my superiors, Dr. EIK3CEEL and 
Prof. Dr. LA'J-35CELAZDZH. 

4 . During my presence in Italy there were also representatives of 
other plants of I.G. entrusted with the came.tasks; namely, five German 
representatives frem Ludwigstafea, one representative froc Griessheim and, 
in addition to me, one other gentleman from Eoechst.

«nd to recady then. However, no action was ever taken as a result of tbcoo 
conplainto.

Notea cn the resolutions of the Exanlniiy cccclttec on 14 April 19*4. 

In the following I will give a abort account of the 
resolutions of the Exami n ing Cceeittee aa far aa they concern the 
Leverkusen pi* rt. 

Contrary to the Deeiaion of the Examining Cccnittee, which 
had approved the entire February requirements, the labor office 
Opladen, for tactical rcaaona, paaaod on a reduction of the 
approved requirements to 600 peraona. Herr NEUHEUSSR did ao, becauae 
in approving the rcqutr«e*nts to tho Baul’.bor office, he intended 
to recain within the figures that were actually available within 
a period cf U weeks. I agreed to hia proposal. 

The Braining Committee then proposed, that A24 peraona be 
approved for Leverfcuson this time; that is the difference botwoon 
the 6CC formerly approved leas the 186 laborers who have in mean¬ 
time been assigned. 

I did not agree to that and the following counter proposals 
were made: Cn the basis of cur specification the requirements for 
Buna, PSV and Kinoel were 612 laborers. As those requirements woro 
intonded only for plants with a priority grsdo or grade I, I 
requested that the 612 laborers be approved. It was then docided to 
report aa approved tho number of LIZ. laborers to the ’‘ lrtachafta- 
gruppe Chocische Inijstrie and the remaining number of approved 
• 198 lab >rera to the Plenipotentiary Gonoral for Chemistry (Con¬ 
struction). As a higher allocation then that already approved, 
for practical reasons waa out of the question within a U weoks 
period, I agreed. 

As it had already ecoe to the attention of tho Bcnnining 
Committee that our report had increaaod considerably duo to the 
special listing of the needed nan pewor for the contemplated 
construction, I asked to bo given timo to choc these statements, 
which unfortunately were cade during my absence. I myself was of 
the cpinion, that cur offices had cade a ciatake in thi3 case. The 
Examining Ccccittee awaits my opinion on the /patter. 

I then discussed the subject of tho allocation of Russian 
families and tho transfer of the Ids (Italian 1'i.litary Internees) 
who ware given in exchange for thee to the Dynanit .',.C. Schlotusch. 
In this connection I protested against the last transport of 
Russians, which included only two men capable of work apart free 
11 children under 14 years of age and a number of older wenen. It 
would be impossible for the J.O. to transfor 20 Ids to tho Dynanit 
...G. for them. The Examining Ccccittee cut down the number to 14, 
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( page 1 of original, ccnt'd ) 


because 12 wcc.cn and 2 can over the age of 18 were included in 
the transport. To statorents of the labor office I pointed out, 
that the taking over of these Russian fanilies, was net an 
entirely favorable transaction for us, because a large number of 
older people over the age of 50 were amongst thee, *t-.o in addition 
were in a very poor state of health. The Examining Ccmdttce 
made a note of this.

Ref 1) It is not desirable as yet to place the entire responsibility 
in the hands of Herr HOLIER, since he is not acquainted at 
all yet with the procoduro of the factory, and with tho 
diverse aspects. He still considers his office as a position 
of ccemand. First of all Dr. HACKSTEDl oust guarantee tho co¬ 
operation of the various offices with tho authorities. Up to 
the present Herr N3Ii3* has the can pa well in hand, especially 
Cacp Eigonhcic. The existing shortages (space, personnel, 
transfers etc.) nust still be solved, beforo Horr HOLLER can 
work properly.

After/twcaoe axquaintod in detail with the wholo of your entire 
Foreign Labor Caap at the beginning of tho north, with roforence 
to the rueercus diecuaaiona carrlod out with your Dr. POPP and 
Dr. HACKSTSD: with regard to tho docroea of the CBA (Conoral 
Plenipotentiary for Labor Allocation) and tho wiahoa of tho DAF 
(Gercan Labor Front), I would like to cake the following etato- 
eerrta and auggeationa for the further guidance of tho Chiofa. 


In the intoroate of labor cllocation and all problems con¬ 
cerning tho care of foreign laborers (quarters and thoir equipment, 
food, clothing, nodical care, free tino end leadership organization 
within the caap) none responsibility oust be placod in tho hands 
of the "Chief of tho Foreign Labor Camp" Senior SCO (Oberatfeld- 
nclater) (retired) W3Ll£S, than has boon tho case up to tho present, 
and the ec-opcration of all authorities participating riist bo ensured 
insofar as purely industrial, cedical and comp problems are con¬ 
cerned. 

In addition to the disciplinary authority over the foreign 
laborers which has already been transferred to him and which is to 
be exercised on tho instructions of tho Plant leader (Itotriebs- 
loitor), insofar as their offenses and delicts do not affect

As far as I have been informed, insufficient attention has boen 
paid to the possibility of an emergency in tho event that ono of the 
Ualn Camps (Sigenhoim, Bischwog or Flittord) or all of thorn should 
be destroyed. I assume, in this connection, that tho Ccaaunlty Camp 
which is to be newly erected with a capacity of approximately 2000 
persons is intended only as a rolrf-iro-ocnt for tho foroign labor group. 
In view cf recent occurancos this problem should be solved as soon as 
possible.

At tho same time this Camp could also be usod as a transit comp for 
newly arriving foreign laborers, for those returning from leave etc., 
so as to koep the main camp as doan as possible). 


3. The quarters in the Camps Eigerhoic and Buschwog appear to be too 
cramped even under consideration of the fact that, in gonoral, all 
charters are craopod due to the limitations causod by air-raids, • 

As a result of this, many nationalities were also thrown togothor, 
thus causing considerable difficulties and expenses otc. in matters 
of administration and in other spheres dealii^ with tho caro of the 
workers. 


This problem arises especially in regard to the Eastern laborers, 
thoir families, Poles and their children (at present approx. 190). 

The now Community Camp "auf der Kamp" which is to be erectod for 
2 COD persons should balance the numbers and nationalities, lp addition 
to its task of accomodating tho increase in the allocatiorWoroign 
labor which i3 to take- place. Up to this time the private.quartering 
of foreign laborers must be limited in agreement with the competent 
local authorities and the Police to very few, really excejAional 
cases. Kith this solution the question of an emergency camp discussed 
by oe under point 2 would be clarified in ay opinion. 


Tho problem cf the children of the Eastern laborers and Polos is 
also connected with this. The loitering about of children over - * tho 
age of infancy and the age at which they can begin to work in the three 
main camps would be an impossible condition to be maintained permanently, 
especially since no end to this can be seen. Their supervision, schooling 
and manual training urgently necessitates the centralisation described above 
as well as '■ the spreading out and division according to nationality

Tho Largo Hospital Station connected with the Policlinic in 
Caap Z .8 appears to ao to be nuch too sp al l, especially in the Mans 
Soctlon.

I 
consider it necessary thst: 

a) sufficiently large Uedlcal Stations be erected, divided 
according to sex, in the Vain Caape (Eigonhoia, ajschweg and 
elso in the now Ccosunity Caap), in which all light esses can 
be treated under the supervision of trained nodical personnel. 
The present aeaslos opideaic aaong moercua children in this 
Caap, for which at present no cfcber suitable isolation is 
available, ia alone sufficient reason for this requost. 

b) necessary, organizational arrangoaonts with the Offices of tho 
Stalag, be cade, so that serious cases of illnosa which require 
longer rest in bed (TB, at coach diseases and similar cases) 

do not oxcoed the capacity of tho Largo Hospital for Foroign 
Laborers. Such close proxlnity of foreign laborers and Imia 
(Italian Military Interndos) as well as prisoners of war is 
in any case undesirable in accordance with the regulations of 
the G3A (General Plenipotentiary for Labor Allocation). 

c) foreign laborers with atctach and dietary diseases be given 
such suppleccntary food as has boon approved officially, in 
ordor to facilitate thoir early return t o Wor k. Corresponding 
data has already been given to your Dr. FEDER. Apparently, 
there was a lack of the necessary co-operation with the Food 
Department. 

I will shortly return to tho question of irterruption of pregnancy* 
in the cases of Eastern Fesale Laborers and Polish wccon, also as to how 
this is to be viewed in connection with future childron and tho question 
of providing quarters.

19-13 I wa* ealloyed at the Thorapllx Corpany where I worked for aoren nonthe. 
The 4th of February 1W3 I van forced to go and work In Oersaay undor the 
locpulsory labor Service (S.7.O.). 

Thlo departure waa absolutely Involuntary In view of tho fact that I 
knew In caao I would refuse I would be picked up by force by the pollco and 
oont to Ooraaay without notice. 

I was assigned to the 1.9. Farben factory at Vi^jportaUlberfold. Tho 
train waa full of French workers leaving for corpulaory labor In Oornany and 
waa guarded by arned nonbora of the Gestapo. Thle police eurvelllanco 
otarted In Paris and laetcd until our arrival In the factory to which wo 
were unsigned bscoelng core intensified as wo went along. For Instance at 
Colocno vhoro we spent two days durlrvt our trip, wo woro behind barbod wlro 
and (guarded by eesbers of the S.a. In unlforn. 

Flborfold was a relatively snail faotory eeploylng a total of 1500 
pooplo, 500 of which wero foreigners. Approxinatoly 1/3 of the 45 French 
workors who wore there wore highly okllled specialists. Twelve of tho Fronch 
workors cace, as I cyself, fros tho Thorapllx fire. 

An I understand and opoak Gercan I was appointed the delegate of tho 
Fronch workers. Thus It was =y rsspensiblllty to oata known to tho plant 
e-nogocont all coisplalnts of the French workers. Tbs cain reason for ooqplalnr 
v y tho French worksra was tho bad quality of the food which conelstod alnost 
exclusively of cabbage, bad eauerkraut, and rhutabagae. I talked about four 
Ieos with EOZELSXK askin'; hln that food tickets be given to ue which would 
i.*vo rumbled ua to cot tho sure ration as tho Oemans. I was coavlncod that 
uhls was posolble slr.ee foreign workers eaployed In other factorlss In tho 
vicinity of Zlborfeld rscelved all their food tickets which roeultod In thoir 
gotting food which was far superior t* that received by tho foreign workors 
of the I.O. Farben. BQ88LZIU refused to satisfy this request, and food 
continued to bo as bad as previous t- ry Intervention. The Veotcm forolgn 
workoro who u'ero at Slberfcld could cove froely within the town of ZlberfolA 
but did not hrors the right to leave- the town. The Zastern workers had also 
the right to go to town, but there was eone dlsorlalnatlon between tho 
Western and the Zastern mrkors; tho latter did not have the right to buy 
anything or to entor a cafe, were obliged to occupy only tho last enr of tho 
atrootcArs, and had to stand, were obliged to be back at tho casp by 6i00 
o'clook In the evening, etc. Zastern workers never received a leave. The 
Fronch workers got a leavo ovory six sonths. A large najority of tho Fronch 
workers going on leave did not cone back, and all these cases were reportod 
by the nann.-econt of I.G. Farben to tho Gestapo. I know of at least ono 
cauo, that of Caatrlllo, a -bench worker working at Zlberfold, who was taken 
by tho Gestapo and bro\«ht back by force to the I.G. Farben at Xlborfold.

On the wholo, tho 
foreigners reaelnod cola throughout and they showed a good conduot; tho 
interpreters have proven of excellent Talus, also caap leaders (Logor- 
fuchrcr) to tho extent that they still existed. On tho following days • 
largo hallo in Bltterfeld and tho noro icccdiato vicinity wero occupied. - 
Many foreigners lost their property* u-fortunntely there wero also nany 
thofta by ccopatrlots. .

J also know that 
women woro ooployod in the manufacture of x-ray piatos, in which tlwy woro 
forcod to work 13 h)ur« a d*v la darknosa; thoy wore allowed to go out only 
onco during the doy to rollova thonsolvas. 

Spooking from ny pmso.v.1 observation, acts of brutality uni corporal 
pur.ishaonte by tho German fox icon end sh?p lcr.dore woro curront doily 
oocurroncoe in ovary soevion of the factory. Thoso acts of brutality woro 
cocnittod for all kinds of reasons, each as, for oxaaplo, so-callod 
lnoufficlont work, unfitness for work on account of fcirgor, oto.

Tho food wan definitely insufficlont. especially in view of tho 
ovduouo tucks which the workors had to porfora. It was far woroo than that 
which German workors in tho ease categories recolvod.

T. weighed 134 pounds whoroas ny no real wsight lo 187 pounds. I stould add 
that although I lost 24 pounds durleg ay stey at Wolfon, ny working 
conditions woro auch bettor then thoso of tho other forolgn workors there. 

The food and the barracks (woodon hr.ts) in which wo lived woro provided 
by 1 - 0 . Ferbon. as regards tho hits I nay say tbet living conditions thoro 
woro torriblo, in view of tho fact that thoso huts woro infested with vermin, 
that we woro living 12 people (non, wocon and childron togothor) in snail 
oonpertsonta coatfteing oix ouporlnpoeod bods, and that tho sanitary errergo- 
oonts woro cost inadoquato (2 washbasins for ahaut 96 persons).

The purpose of the conference w»s to '‘eter^ne whether the Odertal 
carbonization plant ia in a position to furnish a Buna plant with 
coke and cokin# fas and to get an idea of t'e work end emplovaont 
conditions in this field. 

It wrs found that it was ir-poaaiblo to supply either coke or gas, 
since both vero at the tine being used partly by tho easolina 
installation (Fischer-Tropach) attached to tho carbonization plant, 
partly by tho power station, n expansion of tho carbonization 
plant wes net under consideration, ainco eftor the ro-acquisition of 
tho old Schrffgotsch coal nines in tha pert of Upper 3ilosis which 
wrs previously rolish,construction of new orbonizetion plants was 
sensible only if they wore put in the immediate vicinity of tho coal. 
Tho gaseous vaates of tho gasoline insta'lation rero also burned in 
tho power station which auppliod tho Schaffgotaoh installation aa 
well as the surrounding territory with olectrioity. 

Dr. D°"3 strongly advised »£finat erect ng anothor plant near Ddortal 
sinde the recruiting of workers already resented a very difficult 
problox which was sado even r.ore difficult bi-causo of tho construction 
of the Heydobrock end Blochhaftexr plants.

Wo purpose of the conference w»s to I'otaradno to what extent o buna 
plant could be supplied with limestone, what the possibilities 
are to sako uso of sl«ktd lime or whothcr the letter can bo replaced 
in tho limesteno xir.es, and what p reanent sitoa can bo considered 
for tho buna plant ?n the opinlcn of tho lino specialists. 

Director 237T told us that supplying the. buna plant with limo is 
po-aible from v*rious placos and - is nccoss»r/ bccauso of tho low 
output of individual ^usrrios. This refers to tho limo plants noar 
>'aldonstoin, Gogolin, *Groastoin, and jaoinstcin. Tho line coming 
directly from ftelllcnhcf is not usable for cerbido. Tho fussing 
by coans of burnt line cannot bs undertakon by a limekiln alone 
so that it is not pessiblo to supply a plant such .os *cillonhof 
free P'aldonstoin by means of a ceblo car.

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also be inorersed ther-by. It was elso dasired to put a 
greater distance between than and the Concentration Camp 
Auschwitz. ?urtiicroor<- Typhus had occured in the 
Concentration Comp «usohv/ltz in 1942, and the I.G. wonted 
to eliminate the deng-r of contagion. The oreation of 
Monowitz had b:cn suggested to me and H-inrioh BUJTZFISCH 
by ’/dither xrrOTT.LD and/or Chief ^lgln-er 7.JJST while we 
were in .vesekwitz in 1942.

In tho year 1935/36, Gerrany required 215.000 tops of 
fat acids fcr the production of soaps. For their manufacture, 
i'ersol provided 83.000 tons, by enlargine tho production of 
ifersol in Volfan and Ieun%. This production of 80.000 tons 
of liersol ia limited by tho incidence of Kogaain, which Just 
suffices for this production. *n.v further expansions therefore 
must be dorived fron petroleum sourcoa, and experiments havo 
already been carried out which precise to be succoasful. Aa 
the production figures of ) eraol wero steppod up, its coat 
price decreased, enabling it to coepete alroady now on tho 
u on=an market with natural fat acids. By using potroloun aa 
a derivative, it is also possible to coapeto with natural fat 
acids on the *orld markets. For tha futuro it is intendod to 
supply to soap factories products alroady made saponacooua 
in the fora of loraolates.

I a^ain ref or to tho discussion of 6th Juno at Holdolborc concomi«G 
tho transfer of 1,3C0 Yorkers from our Auschwitz construction sito 
to Bruux, and in cotpliar.ee with your request I would liko to civo ' 
you bolow an indication of tho consocjicncos arising from this noasuro, 

I am not overlooking tho soriousnoss of tho situation and I know as 
do c\y follow-work era, that you hod to take this step in ordor to fulfil 
tho pirpoao of tho 4 ;asolir.o ;ro ( ;raa by starting oporation at tho 
Bruox Iforks in 1942. 

'h°n we started com traction of tho Auschtritz ’.forks, wo sot up a 
building projraa based on tho oxporicncos of tho past yoar thich Y«as 
to olininato os far as possible tho disadvantages of tho lone Eastorn 
winters. Consequently, wo spent tho past yoar tninly in preparations 
to cnablo us to start building in tho spring of 1942 on tho broadost 
possiblo basis, and to havo a number of buildings roofed in by 1942. 

Thus 1.0 hopod to provont building activity b.inc paralysod ot AuacJi- 
vitz in tho 'dntor of 1942/43 becauso uo shall bo ablo to carry out a bic 
proton insido tho buildi n gs and tho work shops oven in sovoro oold; 

Oniy by thoso moans can wo provont w»rk from coniine to a standstill, 
which proved such a disadvantage in other buildinc sitos in tho East 
and, abovo all, achiovo our coal to start operations in all top- 
priority plants by tho ond of 1943 . 

It vns in koopinc with this all-cut of fort fron tho spring of 1942 
on that it was decidod to sot up a largo carp with huts to accomodato 
15,000 perrons and to socuro tho billeting and food supply of thoso 
porsor.s. Furthermore, our construction aonagcoont mdo ovorjr offort

If you analyso tho allocation of tho building staff, 
aa shown in tho onclosoj<iiagras, you will 30c that tho centor of 
gravity has now shi/tod to tho gonoral buildings. Unfortunately, only 
3,C00 persons aro available for tho-factory building chctasolvos. Gonoral 
inatallationa, such as power plants, wntor works, dralnago systems, 
at root 3 and railroads, rust bo given priority 00 that n conconmirato 
proportion of tho construction poriod is allottod to gonoral installations 
and factory buildings. Unfortunately, tho roaaining 500 600 men 

aro also nooded for fitting out*tho huts, atorchousoa, cantoons 
and for handling building catoriala, in ordor to put this port in«rdor 
for tho coning winter.

In this connection I also’wont 
to oak tho Roich Offico to return to Auschwitz as soon as possible 
tho 100 construction specialists transfer-rod to the Gloiwitz Soot 
Factory. 

In accordanco with your instructions, wo took tho 1,300 non mainly 
frou tho ?uol Soctor. I did not think I was Justifiod in giving solo 
proforonco to buna, ainco tho factories of tho Fuol Soctor aro clonoly 
oonnoctcd rdth tuna, and thoroforo this work must also bo pushod foj\- 
uard. 

Ln conclusion, lot ao assure you that wo’oro doing everything to roach 
our goal, in spito of this encroachment. I havo hardly known cny 
building sito during the past fow years which has bo un and carried out 
its »crk with ouch olen, Ihoroforc, it is extremely important to us 
that you, ty dear Profossor, should include us — in the sano way no 
Bruox — in one or other priority coapnign, as soon as possiblo, no that 
not only thoso 1,300 non aro returned to us one day bat also that our 
strength is increased by tho addition of furthor woriccra.

In order to moot tho dofioit of 
Uothanol to bo cacpcctod in 1943/44, Auschwitz would havo'to pro duo 0 
20 ,000 tons of nothanol pur year In 1943, 50,000 In 1944, and 
possibly 70,000 tons of rsuthanol lnstoad of Propanol. Furthonnoro, 
tho croction of an iso-octano plant nas oonaidorod lnstoad of tho 
Synol plant. After tho return of Dr. Asbros, tho quostion >«uld havo to 
bo discussod as to how the cessation of propanol produotion, envi¬ 
saged for Auschwitz in the "Lack" plan at 10,000 tons por yoar, '*>uld 
work out. Louna oxplainod tho next day that 5,COO tons of Propanol 
por yoar could bo prosuood to bo gainod in tho nanufacturo of iso-butyl. 

Tho planning of tho factory was unaffected by thoso alterations. 

High-offleicxic^ lubricating oil._ 

Vilthin the franc work of tho lubricating oil production on an othyleno 
base, it was plannod to canufacturo 10,000 tons of SS-procossod oil 
903 por yoar in Auschwitz, for «*iich an order was shortly to bo ox- 
poctcd fron tho Luftwaffo. In addition to this nanufacturo there rras 
the production of supplementary oils (adipic acid ostor of tho higher 
alcohols). The phenol baso would be aadc by a raw phenol oil 
distillation plant In Auschwitz.

The required 900,000 tons of low-terperature distillation coal pur 
year aril the 700,JCO tons of power coal por year for old production 
processes will finally be supplied by the now pits of FueraUngrubo 
and of Piast (Ouuntherschacht). The dates on which production will 
co rwenco have been fixed for the Ouentherschacht «t the beginning of 
191*1* and for tho now Fuorstengrube in the middle of 191*2*. During 
recant day3 work on tbo pits has Bade good progress, so that adheranco 
to schedule is to be expected. Tho n-w pits will only reach thoir 
full capacity - 1,5 sillion tons per year - towards the end of 191*7.

Cocsoncing in tho oiddlo of July, tho entire usable area of 
the estate administration of Dwoxy was incorporated. 

Planted wore: 1*18,0000 ha of groin and 

250,5000 ha of potatoes, turnips and cabbage, of whioh

The Present State of Proceedings: 

Tho demarcation o: tho boundary of Dwory II had been cccploted 
in tho maantico by tho Biolits Land Registry Office. On thu grounds 
of tho now cadastral data available: 

1. tho exact area of that part of tho district to bo purchased was 
established, 

2. tho ground could bo acquired by the Land Office (Bodcnaat), 
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3. the cancellation of many of the old land registers and the plan 
of the new land registers for 1.0. cculd be undertaken (I. for 
works grounds, II. for sites on which buildings have be on erected, 
III. plots to tw used for agricultural purposes). 

In its work, the Land Registry Office had conblnod tho many snail 
parcels of land into large parcels, so that a neat and clear Land Re¬ 
gistry Uap and the copy of a section of the map were already available. 

The napping of tho boundaries of Uonowitz was being worked on at 
the tine. It could bo expected that contracts for the purchase of 
those two districts with a total area of ipproxioatoly 8,71:0,000 hec¬ 
tors and the Dwor/ ostato, 199 hoc tars = 1073 hectare would be conclud¬ 
ed by tho end of tho year. 

The registration by tho Lard Rogistr/of 0 the boundaries and demar¬ 
cation linos of Dwory I, Zaborzc, Broschkowitz and Auschwitz would 
take until tho ndddle of tho following yoar. 

Aa it had so far been impossible, dospito all efforts, finally 
to establish tho route of tho Reich road from Auschwitz, between tho 
works and tho works settlement, and extending furthor, sruth of tho 
works, tho boundary lino had boon established by our Purchase Toam 
and the town of Auschwitz, wholo parcels of land being frozon until 
such tino as tho survey had boen comploted. Tho areas remaining in 
the parcels of land bordering tho boundaries, both to tho west and to 
tho south of thj woiks, when tho route of the new Reich road had been 
mapped, wore to bj ru-surveyud. This ruling prevented a further delay 
in our work caused by waiting for the final planning of tho town. 

After tho latest negotiations, the condition imposed by the Cent¬ 
ral Lind Office in Berlin that the remaining areas of arable land 
from the Dwor/ ostata totho old brewery and tho adjoining farmlands 
lying within tho curve of th. Vistula, which were not required for the 
purposes of the works, could not bo purchased, was withdrawn. Autho¬ 
rization had thus boon given for ttc purchase of all the land desired. 

Purchase Price: 

The regulation laid down by the Central Land Office during the 
initial negotiations, that the price estimate submitted by tho Deutsche 
Ansiodlungsgesullschaft, Berlin (Gorman Building oocioty), tho author¬ 
ity regularly entrusted by tho Roicbsfuehrer Sb with tho fixing of all 
purchase prices, applied in tho case of tho purchase of this land also, 
was rescinded, aftpr tho Land Office had been sui£Liod with and had exam¬ 
ined tho ground plan of 15 January/12 ilarch 19u2 showing distribution 
of ownership of the wholo area within tho boundaries of tha various 
villages, details of agricultural land utilization and tho appropriate 
survey of the district as a wholo, dated 12 liarch 19U2, the maps show¬ 
ing tha layout of the villages of Dwory I and II, Kruki and Uonowitx, 
tho detailed list of all tha buildings in tho various parishes, dated 
6 January 19U2 and precise data aid documents for tho evaluation of 
tha estate of Dwory I dated 10 December 19^1. 
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After a thorough inspection of the land and examination on the spot 
of data and documents effecting prices, an average price of HU 2,000.- 
per hectar of ground, including the buildings etcetera standing at 
the tine, was established as an equitable price, ‘his price was pro¬ 
posed by the Xattowitx Land Office in a letter dated 30 June 19lr2 and 
/ras confirmed by the Building kanageoent in a letter dated 29 July 19U2. 

Thus the total purchase price for an area of approximately 2,000 * 
hectars would be approximately HU L,000,000.- 

Transfer and Evacuation 

In the purchase of land of the area so far doalt with, 3,10S per¬ 
sona had been taken over. It had been made compulsory by the Central 
Land Office for the 1.0. to take over and later to utilise tho servlcos 
of tho inhabitants. As Uonowit: fell within tho area where initial 
building operations were scheduled, the village had to be doaoliohed. 

Its inhabitants were for the prcsont to transfer to Dwory I. b 0 ne of 
then were to bo evacuated. 

The staff necessary for the operation of the Dwory estate, 5hU 
in all, had boor, selected from all tho villages, in advance. 

The works hod taken over 392 peoplo. 

In connection with the evacuation of tho 6? families of ooployoos 
of tho Helch Railroad and tho U* minors, or families of miners, nego¬ 
tiations woro then being conducted with tho Presidents of tho Area 
Government at Kattowit* and with the administrative authorities of tho 
Reich Railroad and the Bergwork ‘Jberachlesien O.c.b.H. rospootively at 
Brzoszozo with a view to evacuating and accommodating outsido tho 
margins of the 1 . 0 . territory all minore «nd all those persons whoso 
services were not absolutely necessary at the Dwory station or along 
the Dwjry stretch of tho railroad. The remaining 220 parsons would 
report to tho Uinistry of Labor to be placed outside tho area. 

It would be possible, with the help of material obtained during 
demolition, to construct in Dwory sufficient houses to accommodate 
the remainder of tho peoplo working on tho estate and in tho factory. 

The President of tho Area Oovornauat and the Uinistry of Labor had 
supported tho offort to achiove well-ordered livin’ conditions among 
the inhabitants of the X.O. territory, by taking immediate action on 
our suggestion to conduct tho evacuation according to a pr\i-arranged 
plan.

Conference, wo have attempted to obtain L0 million watts o* 1 olccmlo 
current from outside sources, of which, as a result of our priority 
rights, 20 million watts wore to bo delivered by Sloktro, and 20 mil¬ 
lion watts nadu available for tho W>ntan Plant by OaH. 

Tho present stato of our negotiations is as followsi 

1. Aoenlgshaotto Priority . 

luring tho course of a conforonco at tho Roich Office, it had 
appeared that the Lloktro A.O. had not complied with our request 
that they (Sloktro A.O.) givo aounigshuette official notice of the 
termination of the controot for 20 adllion \.atts ol current, as, in 
their opinion, they would have required tho authorisation of the 
Pn.ci Control authorities boforo so doing. Tfu opinion of experts 
of tho Logal Dopartajnt of Ludwigshttfun was solicited. Th.y stated

As supplier of 
electric current, the Barmam Goering-*orke or., probably tho miin 
firm in question. They wish to erect a new power plant in the 
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Andreas shafts and arc said to be already in possession of the mining 
authorities' authorization for tho first stage of the development 
(70 million watt3). Tho Hermann Gocring Verko would bo vory suitablo 
as suppliers of electric current to the Montan-Anlege, in so far as 
their facilities for supplying current decrease in tho course of years 
with the extension of their shafts, and they would thorefore concludo 
short-tore contracts for tho supply of electricity. Moreover, thoy 
would bo in the position, in certain circumstances, to supply approxi¬ 
mately 20 million watts of current over a long poriod, in addition to 
short-torn deliveries.

On 1 November 191*1, 1.0. Farboninduatrlo took ovor the manage¬ 
ment of the Dwory Estate adjoining the farm-lands of tho villages of 
konowitz, Dwory I and II end Kruki, with a total area of approximately 
1,800 hectors. Of this am, 999,65 hoctars wore used for agricul¬ 
tural purposes in tho year 191*2, as follows i

Tho difficulty which at first prosonted itself to tho Administra¬ 
tors was that the D.*ory Estate l*ad an area of only approximately 200 
hoctars. The remaining areas aro occupied by 650 farms which wore 
incorporated into the ostato in tho cours- of tho year. 

At first, tho Daory Estate was nans god independently- of the farm¬ 
lands of tho villages of ^no’fitz and Dwory II. Proporty Inspector 
iGutsin3poxtor) Klatte was appoint-d proporty inspector for tho Dwory 
Estate by the Gosollschaft fuer LandoaJcultur (Company lor Agriculture) 
which took ovor the management of agriculture on 1 January 191*2. Tho 
care of agricultural installations was transferred to hr. Czech, for¬ 
mer proporty inspector of Dwory. 

The sowing of autum crops in tho autUB of 1$1*1 suffered as u 
result of tho dam p weather. Susoer crops, on tho other hand, and 
potatoes and repos were successful. Until July 191*2, thu green vege¬ 
tables grow vory well, but thereafter they withered as a result of 
drought, cabbage3 and Swe±_ turnips wore seriously attacked by tho 
cabbagc-whitc butterfly, and some of then wore destroyed. 
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On 15 July of this year, Ur. Klotto was entrusted with the aanagu- 
nwnt of agriculture on tbo Dwory estate and the arablo areas oi Uono- 
witz and IXroxy II.

the state of health of tho workman and enployees at the building- 
site at Auschwitz is, in general, satisfactory. Of the infeotious 
disoasos occurring in tho Auschwitz district (malaria, typhoid, typhus, 
dysentery and recently diphtheria also) there have b^on vory few cases 
in our cr-op. Assure<ily, there hav« b^en one caso of typhus, 8 cases 
of typhoid and vory isolated cases of dysentery. 

In 21 days during the month of August, 2651; pationts woro treated 
by tho caap doctor, i.a. an average of 126.3 persons per day. 356 works 
injuries occurred, one fatal. I am unfortunately is yot unable to givo 
a report on traffic through the First Aid Post, as statistics aro in¬ 
complete, owing to lack of personnel. The X-Ray equipment was put into 
operation during the early days of July (only after "children's diseases' 
have been brought under control, and alter tho arrival of a radiogra¬ 
pher (1 Kovoabor 19U2) vill it be ablo to work at full capacity). In 
the month oi august, it was used oh lix5 occasions. Tho kitchen staff 
regularly undorgo a bacteriological exaaination, in order that bacillus- 
carriers may b, eliminated from tho kitchens.

In order to rodacu tho number of cases of sickness among tho 
French workers, a French nursing orderly has been detailed, by agree¬ 
ment with the fira ol Sot rube, to separate tho c.ilingorvrs from theao 
who are genuinely ill, befoxx they are examined by tho doctor, so 
that tho m lingerers are no longer brought to tho doctor.

AFF IDAVIT 

I, Dennis Arthur Greenhorn, residing r.t <8 Hr.vorstock Road, 
luiov/e, Bristol, England, do hereby doclr.ro the following 
fact8 under oath: 

1. I wr.8 born 6 January 1912 ir. Bristol, England. I entored 
the A1 uy 2 July 1940 and was taker, prisoner 22 July 1942 

at LI Alanoin, North Africa. v.hore I had been wounded. I 
was taken to Italy and kept in hospitals there for about 
fivo conths, and thon to an Italian coup. Trou there I ^ 
wont straight to Auschwitz, Poland. I arrived in Auschwitz 
about Octobor 1943 and ronained there until 21 January 1945* 
I then started on tho "carch" but boca,’.ie ill and was hospi¬ 
talized in Czechoslovakia whore I remained until tho termi¬ 
nation of tho war. 

2. When I arrived in Auschwitz I found there othor British 
pr:.oonora of war,Polish, Russian and French forced workers, 
and concentration cacp innrtos. The British group was 
treated by fr.r the beot. The Gomans 3ccncd to have an 
inferiority complex with respect to no. Although they wore 
obviously on top, they always screed in doubt about giving 
uo any trentaont and echoed to bo afraid thoy wouldn't 

get away with it. 

The forced workors wore given some liberties but thoy 
had no choice wha.tcvor as far-as contiaiuing to work was 
concerned. I knew ono follow, a Polo, who stayed away 
from work for fivo days. As punishment ho wr.o converted 
iron a "free" foreign worker to a conccntrotion car.p innate. 
T/.on next I saw him ho was wearing the same striped pajama 
suit thrt the other concontration camp inna.tos woro. He 
told ne that ho was sentenced for six months. I don't 
roccll whether the six months expired akllo I was 3till 
thoro, but I do know fren my conversations with hin that 
he never oxpcctcd to got out after the six months were 
over. Others who were similarly sentenced never got out* 

3. As a conccntrrtic: 'onp innate, his treatment wa.3 far 
worse than whr.t it u ?cen ac a forced laborer. Tho inua.tos 
had no privileges 11. They voro guarded by the SS and 
the Gestapo. Ir. ad tion thoy hrd over thee capos who 
mostly crinir.al3-nuieercrs, etc. In addition, thcro wore 
tho Fa.rbcn non, the foremen (Vorarbeiter), the supervisors 
(Ifcisters), the engineers, otc., all of whom carried guns. 
The Goman civilians had r fanatic hatred for the Jews, 

and although I personally didn't see then beating the in¬ 
mates, they would bo present when the capos and SS did ;; 
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it and would ncvor interfere on th.ir behalf. In fact, 
they would got after the onpos to speed the work up and, 
of course, the capos in turn would get after the innates. 
The attitude of the Gorans who didn't strike the Jews 
was not that of syopathy for then but rather that the Jows 
wero untouchables or. whom they wouldn't 30il their hands. 


The innates were clothed only in 3triped pajana 
suits and in the wint.r they had coats of tho sane material. 
Tlioy were so cold that they wore actually blue most of tho 
title. I hoy had no chocs, only wooden dogs. They wore all 
very thin and obviously suffering from nalnutrition. They 
wc.c r:oro like a bag of bones than hunan beings. 1 don't 
3::iov- whet they got apart frou the noonday uccl but that 
ticrl consisted of a bowl of cvil-snclling soup that our 
boys wouldn't cat. T/c gave then our soup which was thicker 
and bettor than theirs and they were co starved that they 
v/ould fight over the soup wo gave then. '.Then the foremen 
found out that wo wero giving our soup to the innates, they 
raised a big fuss about it and threatened uo that we would 
forfoit our own portions. 


Because of their otr.rvod and weakened conditions, the 
innates Just didn't have the strength to do the work at 
the factory. I would soe then straying to carry cables 
and collapse undor the otrrin. The work would have been 
too heavy even for a well-nourished :icn; it was icpoa3ible 
for tho inmates, ifhon on© collppao', eke dapoo woulc jec.t 
them to got thorn up again. If they couldn't got them up, 
they would just lot thon lay thoro without any treatment 
or anything, until quitting tine when tney would bo carriod 
back by their nates. Each group had to cone back with tho 
sano number they startod out. Thoy would carry them back 
to bo counted in at the gate, whothor t.ioy woro dead or 
alive. 

Tho fact that the innates woro being pushod far 
beyond their strength would be obviouo to anybody in t.ie 
plant.whothor it was the foremen or supervisors,engineer 
or plant chief or any of the visiting oig-wigy. iho actual 
Physical collapse of innatos at v,or/c was a ooily o 0 ^? 1 !^ 0 
in the Part of the factory that 1 worked ano fron what the 
other beys said, the sane thing was true all over. 

I was one of tho group that was forced te work at 
tho point of a gun, after being declared unfit by our 
doctor. I had fever and chills at tho tine. 
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4* The attitude of the Parben people (foremen, supervisors, 
etc.) was that the Auschwitz setup was, from their point of 
view, a very satisfactory arrangement. It onabled then to 
accomplish the extermination of the Jews which they all 
ardently desired, and at the sene tine .'-,et something out 
of chern while they were 3till alive. They had no deaire.ito 
keep them alive so they could keep on working. They preferred 
lotting them die and getting replacements. 

Everyone recognizor that the wholo setup constituted an 
ejcjermination camp. Sot only the Parben .cople but tho Jews 
themselves considered Auschwitz their final resting place. 

Thoy did not ceunt on getting away alive. They walked around 
like zombies—living dead. They walked around without spirit 
and without hope, waiting for their turn to be gassed. Many 
of them didn't wait but took their own lives instead. 

An illustration of the attitude of the Parben people * 
toward the concentration camp inmates is the behavior after 
bombing attacks which Jonolishod parte of the plant. Almost 
always thoro would be come concentration ccmp inmates buried 
under the dobri3. Thoy i/ould show no concern about those who 
night be trapped underneath the debris and took no steps to 
roscue the victims. They would just go about clearing up debris 
and only where they wanted te roplo.ee n particular part of 
tho plant would thoy send crews down to dir. it up. If, no hap¬ 
pened in oone cases,a whole plant was demolished' which couldn't 
be repaired, they would dust lot it be without making ony 
effort to recover tho bodies, except whore Germans wore In¬ 
volved. 


5. To my knowledge British prisonoro of war were working 
on the actual Froduotion of methynol. 

6. with reference to tho gassings which wao common know- 
lodge at tho camp and factory, thore is one particular in- 
otence I would like to mention. That occurred whon a largo 
group of Roumanians were brought to Auschwitz. Tho strong, 
cblobodiod ono9 came to the Parben plant to work but all tho 
rest, including women end children, wore gassed and burned. 
There were so many of them that tho crematoria were not 
adequate and it was necessary to dig trenches to burn tho 
balance outdoors. -7o could sr-elll the odor of burning flesh 
at tho factory and were told by the Poles what was causing 
it.

In 194° Prof. Karl KRAUCH, tho Chairman of 
the I.G. Aufsiohtarat and chief of tho Reich Office 
for Iconomic Zxpansion, later the Plenipotentiary 
Gonoral for Chemistry gavo me tho assignment of 
solcoting a suitablo site for tho fourth Buna plant. 

Norway and Austria had temporarily boon considered 
for tho fourth Buna plant but both wore i^ootod. 

4. In Doooctocr 1940, or January 1941, I wont 
to Oppor Silosia (Kattowltz), togothor with ohiof 
ongineor BIED3IK0P?. The Regional Lend Planning 
Office thero which had a great bulK of map material 
on hand showod mo various sites which might be worth 
considering. Among other things thoy also pointed cut 
the area of Auschwitz whioh appeared suitable because 
water was availablo there (confluence of threo rivers), 
also line, ooal (Fucrstan min-s) and salt.

I.G. plant employing ocnoontration camp inmates.

comp inmates as workers. Th’c T2A did not objeot to it 
oither. ;ai of us, however, felt thet to work with 
concentration coop inmates was disagreeable,' 

16. At first the use of prison labor provod most 
disappointing. Cases oooured where t-rriblo excesses were 
committed by theKapos. ’/earing woodon shoes and escorted 
by SS guards the prisaicrs had to maroh on foot the 
distance of approximately seven kilometers from the 
Concentration Camp Auschwitz to the I.G. building site 
every morning, marching back at night. 

(initial: Ambros) 
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Means of transportation for the inmates were thereforo 
soon oreated. The most horrible thing was the mlstroatment 
of the inmat-s by the Kapos. They treated the lnmat-s 
in an inhuman manner. 

I was informed in Ausohwitz by V/althor W2RRFZLD 
and - or Chief Sngineer FAUST that inmates wore shot whilo 
trying to esoape. 

17. The allocation of oonoontration camp 
inmates for worl* with building contractors was handled 
in suoh manner that the I.G. Auschwitz assigned tho 
inmates to the building firms, making a oentraot with 
thoso firms. The respective firms then took ovar tho 
Inmates for c fixed period of time, together with the 
appropriate number of Kapos (one Kapo to every 10 to 2^ 
inmates). Upon my request Walter DUZHHFKLD and Chief 
Sngineer Faust instructed the c detractors on behalf of

Thither DU3RHF2LD and Chief Snginear FAUST had told 
mo in the summer of 1941 that the inmates were mistreated 
by the Kapoa.

18. In order to eliminate the influence of SS 
for the building site itself, I .G. suggested to fonoo in 
the whole plant site. After completion of the fence in 
the summer of 1942 the S S guards were withdrawn from the 
I.G. building site. From now on they merely patrolled the

cs regards the guarding of the inmates by the Knpos, or 
by the for-men of the building firms, or of I.G. 

After the first year o mistreatment of inmatcB 
ocoured hardly any more, thanks to the I.G. 

19. They area in which I.G. Auschwitz in the 
s-cond half of 1942 erected its camp for oanoentration camp 
inmates - oallod Nonowitz - 

(initial: Ambros) 
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was not acquired specifically for that purpose. It formed 

a part of the territory whioh the real estate agent 

SCHAEFZR had purchased eB a parcel from the Administrative 

• • 

Office,of Trustooship 3ast (Trcuhond Oat), in 1941, for 
the creation of I.G. Ausohwltz. 

By setting up Monowitz the I.G. wanted to improve 
conditions for the inmates; in that manner they no longer 
had to cope with the oxtensivo marches and/or transport 
to and fraa work, amounting to approximately 14 kilometers 
every day. The working efficiency of the inmates could 
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also be inorccs-d thereby. It was also desired to Dut a 
greater distance between then and the Concentration Camp 
Ausohwit)z t Furthermore Typhus had pocured in the 
Concentration Camp .-uipehwits in 1942, ejid the X.G. wanted 
to clIninatc the danger of oontagion. The creation of 
Monowitz had been suggested to ne and Heinrich 3U3T2FISCH 
by Gaither DUXIH?2LD end/or Chief Engineer F.JJST while we 
were in *vuschwitz in 1942. 7c agreed. The rest of the 
negotiations were con dieted by 'Valther EW3^2F2LD and/or 
Chief Engineer ?.UST with the management of the Concentration 
Canp Auschwitz. There v«s no stinting whn Monowitz w?s 
built; it was heated and hygienlo. There were sick wards 
for siok persons in the amount of 10# 

(initial: ..mbros) 
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of the camp population. There was aloo a room for performing 
operations. 7ftlthcr IXJ312F3LD told mo that there was more 
than an -.abundance of spaoc to house sick people. 

The I.G. supplied Monowitz with food. S.'.V2LSB22G 
wns responsible for food supplies to Monowitz. Tho oooking 
was done in Monowitz, under I.G. supervision. From tho 
charts whioh ‘falthor EW2^F2LD had made on the food rations 
and which also ooverod food for inmates, I saw that each 
of tho inmates rcocivcd et least 1500 calories. 

In the winter 1942/43 I once went through Monowitz 
and inspected the billets and the siok wards there. 

Monowitz was not a frea coop. Slectrically charged 
barbed wire, natch towers, SS guards were part of the oamp 


makeup. 

The cost of building Monowitz amounted to about 
5 million Marks, whioh were paid by I.G. They were put 
down as credits, as usual. This credit was discussed by the 
T2A. (initial: Ambros) 
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No objection was raised by the T2A concerning tho orcotion 
of Monowitz. Mo9t of us thought that the inflates who oamc 
to Monowitz wero spared all that whioh happened to thoa 
In the Concentration Caop ..uschwitz,

At the ond of 1944 Monowitz had 85CO inflates, of whom 
500 were always cssigned for cacp servico. 10$ is mostly 
the sick level at the sick wards, proportionate to tho 
normal sick level and to tho works. 7000 inmates were 
allocated to tho oamp. 

The total amount paid to tho SS for the inmates in 
2 $ years was more than 20 million Roichsanrk. 

I knew that the lnmatos th^esolvos did not rcoolvo 
any money. In about 1943 a bonus system was introduced 
by the I.O. for inmates in order to givo them an 
opportunity to buy some extra items in the oantcon and, 
at the same time, in ^rder to inorcaso the output of tho 
inmates. 

20 . i several times watohed the lnmatos when thoy 
marched out of the I.O. plant at ^uschwitz 

(initial: .*mbros) 
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but at no time have I seen a dead parson being carried 
back to Monowitz by the inmates. If anything like that 
had been reported to me I would havo investigated the matter 
immediately and wculd have had conditions remedied whioh 
had been the cause for it. Inmates who suffered acoldonts 
on the I.G. building site had on ambulanoc at thoir disposal, 
I took it for granted that imretes who had met with an 
accident, were taken away in good time. 

21. Altogether I visited tho Concentration Camp 
Auschwitz three tines, in Maroh/April 1941, in the fall of 
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1941 together with ?ritz TiR ME3R, and elso cn tho oocasion 
of the Gauleiter's visit in the winter of 1941 / 4 ^. 

?roa my visit in the fall of 1941 or in the winter 
of 1941/42 I took a horrible rocolleotictt with me, of 
Russians in the Concentration Canp Auschwitz. Going by 
the uniform, they were Russian prisoners of war; they had 
no 
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coats and felt very cold. Aside from Auschwitz I did not 
inspect any other concentration camp.. 

22.) The I.G. Auaohwltz was visited - aside from 
other persona - by Fritz TER M32R, Christian SCHN2IIBR, 
Ernst August STRUSO and Karl KR/JJCH. Fritz T3R ME3R 
visited the concentration oonp together with mo, in the 
fall of 1941. 7/a had the I.G, building offioo - 
presumably Chief Engineer FAUST - announce our visit to 
Commandant H0S3S. Aftor the visit Fritz TJR MEFR and I 
talked about tho visit. Karl KRAUCH visited the 
concentration oonp without ao.

They aero boaten on tho slightost provocation and often 
without cay provocation at oil. "no tiro 3 saw several civilian 
oaployocs of tho Far hen fine beat six ini-a tos vhilo thoy wore 
working in tho factory vhile thr..o or four othor civilians 
looked on. They boot thou ..ith piecos of iron and ;;ood for not 
doing thoir _ork properly. Thoy aero beaten badly end left to 
lay on the ground. I ca-plainod to tho Gorncn of .'leer who

7c woro all drafted for work in and about tho factory which 
was in tho profess of construction -it that timo. I oontlnuod 
to work thoro until January 1945 when wo wont on tho "moroh" 
to Nurcraburg, I was disohargod from tho oorvloo in Juno 1946. 

2. 7hon I arrived at I.G. rtuoohwltz tho baraoks woro alroady 
there and. no were placod at first in lager Q artd later in 
lagor 6. Ily first Job in tho factory was running a pipollno.

This work was dono undor supervision of Goman clvlllano work- 
e 

lng for Farbon*' Our group was tho first British prlsonors of 
War to arrive, ;Tho next batch of about 600 camo about a month 
lator. 200 of the British prlsonors ncro eont to Hoidolbrcfck 
and Blochhoincr. 
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There were civilian workers of other nationalities such as 
Russians, Poles and French who wore forced to work for the 
Gcrnans. The Polos -used to tell no that thoy wore told by 
tho Gernans that if thoy didn't work thoy wouldn't eat. 

Of course tho Jews wore troated tho worst of all. Thoy wore 
all innatcs of tho concentration conps and were drossod In 
striped pajanas which wore nado up of rags and patchos, and 
for shoos thoy had roodon clogs, and sonetlnos rags around 
tholr foot. Sono used rags for gloves. Tholr clothoe noro torn 
and filthy. Thoy ncro In tcrriblo condition, Thoy woro all 
skinny and not physically fit for tho work they "oro forcod to 
do. Although wo woro forbidden to talk to tho Jows and thoy 
woro punlehod if thcyitdlhlsd'.:ta:ua ncvcftheloso *wQ.. - u«od to 
speak to oach othor slnco thoy couldn't watoh us all tho tlmo. 
Thoy usod to tell us about how little food thoy had and about 
tholr slooplng accoaodatlons. They had 3 tlor bode nado of 
boards and thoy had to slcop sonotinos 2 and 3 In oach of tho 
bed8. 1 ofton saw lnmatos collapse In tho plant and fall down 

doad. Those wero Just put In tho whoelbarrow and taken out of

tho factory. Hany of us ear thoso occurrences and tho Gorman 
civilians and enginoors saw It too. Inmates dropped dead 
nearly every day. Hany tines thoso who collapsod woro klokod 
vrhllo they wore dorn by the civilians who workod for Farbon.

Thcro woro 

thousands and thousands of then. They would cone In, in 

civilian clothos and would bo givon striped oults, <\pparontly 

thoy ohangod clothos lneldo tho lagor noxt to tho factory.

Thoy had died In tho plant - nostly oxhaustlon I bollovo, I 

was working there at tho tlno and saw tho S.S. bring the wholo

know what <-as going on in the factory. It ras a big building 
and. work dotalls wore always passing through It to do all

Sonatinas they Just left then there 
until tho end of the day when tho other lnnatos could carry 
them book with then. 

Also tho people In tho administration building must havo 
known about tho gassings. I know about then because every¬ 
body said that those who nor 0 sick or weak would bo gassod 

and I often noticed that persons I had spoken to tho provlous

day woro nlsslng on tho following day. TThon I asked tholr 
friends choro they core I always got the sane anchor that 
thoy woro sont to tho cwnatorlun. Tho German foronnn of my 
work detail used to say th^t until Hitler cano tho Gormans 
workod for tho Jens and now tho Jons ncro working for tho 
Ocrnans. I told tho foronan about tho pooplo bolng gassod. 

Ho did not deny It. It ras lnposclblo to dony It, boenuoo 
ovorybody know It was happening. Tho Gornan civilians ovon 
cofaplolnod about tho snoll coming from Auschwitz. 
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5 . They had a. bit of a hospital there but from what I hoard 
It was Just a ramshackle affair because the Germans didn't 
supply It with much medicine or bandages. The lnnatoe were 
only allowed to stay there for a fortnight. In genoral, If any 
Innate bccaao sick, instead of being curai ho was done away 
with. 

The lnnatos did not got docont food. Tho noln moal was 
watery soup with some grain. I taetod It. None of us oould oat 
It. Our boys usod to forego It all tho tlno. 7o didn't havo 
to oat It bccauso we got other food when wo got back to our 
oanp. Tho blggost roneon for tho frequont boatings of tho 
inmates rae that thoy didn't work hard onouerh. actually thoy 
didn't havo onough food or strength to work any hardor. Thoy 
all tried. Thoy woro too frlghtonod not to try bvt thoy oould 
novor koop tho lnposslblo paco sot for thop by tho Germans 
and whon thoy stag-ored or slonod down or oollapsod thoy woro 
boaton. 

6 . Outsldo of tho Jows, tho Russians woro troated tho worst. 
Tho Russians P.7.'s at the plant woro boaton for no roason 

at all except that they were Russians. If tho forenan thought 
thoy wore slacking up on tholr work thoy would bo chnrgod with 
sabotage and put In-the concentration camp.

I, Dennis Arthur Greenhorn, residing a.t 48 Hr.vcr&tock Rond, 
Knowc, Bristol, England, do hereby declare the following 
facts under oath: 

1. I was born 6 January 191? in Bristol, England. I entered 
the Army 2 July 1940 and was taken prisoner 22 July 1942 

at Zl Alamcin, North Africa where I .lad been wounded. I 
was taken to Italy and kept in hospitrJ-s there for about 
five nonths, and then to an Italian coup. From there I 
wont straight to Auschwitz, Poland. I arrived in Auschwitz 
about October 1943 end ronainod there until 2l January 1945. 
I thon started on tho "march" but became ill and was hospi¬ 
talized in Czechoslovakia where I remained until tho termi¬ 
nation of the war. 

2. FUen I arrived in Auschwitz I found there other British 
prisoners of war,Polish, Russian and French forcod workers, 
and concentration camp innntcs. The British group was 
treated by far the best. The Germans sccmod to have on 
inferiority complex with respect to us. Although they wore 
obviously on top, thoy olwayo socncd in doubt about giving 
us any treatment and scorned to be afraid they wouldn't 

got away with it. 

The forced workers wore given some liberties but thoy 
had no choice v/hetovor as fer no continuing to work was 
concerned. I knew one fellow, a Pole, v.ho stayed away 
from work for five day 3 . /.8 punishment he wco converted 
from a "free" foreign worker to a conccntrstion camp inua.to. 
7/hcn next I saw him ho woo wearing the oaco striped pajama 
suit that tho other concentration camp inmates wore. Ho 
told me that ho wns sentenced for six months. I don't 
recall whether the 3ix months expired while I was still 
there, but I do know from my conversations with him that 
ho never expected to get out aftor tho six nonths were 
ovor. Others who were similarly scntoncod nevor got outr 

3. As a concentration camp inmate, his treatmont was far 
worse than what it had been as a forced laborer. The inua.tos 
had no privileges at all. They woro guarded by the SS o.na 
the Gestapo. In addition they had over -hem capos v.ho 
mostly criminals-muvdorcrs, etc. In addition, thcro wore 
the Faarben men, tho foremen (Vorarboitcr), the supervisors 
(Ifcistcrs), tho engineers, etc., nil of whom carried guns. 
The Gorman civilians had a fanatic hatred for the Jews, 

and although I personally didn't see them ocating tno in¬ 
mates, they would bo present when the capos and SS aia 

— - 1 - 
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it end would never intorforo on their ochelf• In fact, 
they would got after the cepos to speed the work up and, 
of course, the cepos in turn would got after the inmates. 
The attitude of the Gormans who didn't strike the Jews 
v/cs not that of sympathy for them but rather that the Jews 
were untouchables on whom they wouldn't soil their hands. 


The inmates were clothed only in striped pajama 
suits rnd in the winter they had coats of the sane material. 
They vfcrc so cold that they were actually blue most of the 
time. They had no shoes, only wooden clogs. They wore all 
very thin and obviously suffering from malnutrition. They 
were more like a bag of bones than human beings. I don't 
know what they got apart from the noonday meal but that 
meal consisted of a bowl of cvil-suclling soup that our 
boys wouldn't oat. I7c gave them our soup which was thicker 
and better than theirs and they were so starved that they 
would fight over the soup wo gave them, \7hon the forepen 
found out that we were giving our soup to the inmates, they 
raised a big fuss about it and threatened us that we would 
forfeit our own portions. 

Because of their starved and weakened conditions, the 
inmates just didn't have the strength to do the work at 
the factory. I would sco them struggling to carry cables 
and collapse under the strain. The work would have beer, 
too heavy even for a well-nourished mar.; it was impossible 
for the inmates. When one collapse:, the capos would beat 
them to get them up again. If they couldn't got them up, 
they would just let them lay there without any treatment 
or anything, until quitting tine when they would bo carried 
back by their mates. Each group had to cone back with the 
sane number they started out. They would carry then bacK 
to be counted in at the gate, whether they wore dead or 
alive. 


The fact that the inmates were being pushed Jar 
beyond their strength would be obvious to anybody in the 
plant.whether it was the foremen or supervisors,engineer 
or plant chief or any of the visiting big-wigs. The actual 
physical collapse of inmates at work was o daily occurxenco 
in the part of the factory that I worked and from what tho 
ocher beys said, the sane thing was true all over. 

I was one of the group that was forced to work at 
the point of a gun, after being declared unfit by our 
doctor. I had fever and chills at the time. 
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4. The attitude of the Farben people (foremen, supervisors, 
etc.) waa that the Auschwitz setup was, from their point of 
view, a very satisfactory arrangement. It enabled them to 
accomplish the extermination of the Jews which they all 
ardently desired, and at the same time get something out 

of them while they were 3till alive. They had no desire?to 
I:ecp then alive so they could keep on working. They preferred 
letting then die and getting replacements. 

Everyone recognized that the whole setup constituted an 
extermination camp. Not only the Farben people but the Jews 
themselves considered Auschwitz their final resting place. 

They did not count on getting away alive. They walked around 
like zombies—living dead. They walked around without spirit 
and without hope, waiting for their turn to be gassed. Kany 
of them didn't wait but took their own lives instead. 

Lx i illustration of the attitude of the Farben people 
toward the concentration camp inmates is the behavior after 
bombing attacks which demolished parts of the plant. Almost 
always thore would bo some concentration camp inmates buried 
under the debris. They would show no concern about those who 
might be trapped underneath the debris and took no steps to 
roscue the victims. They would just go about clearing up debris 
and only where they wanted to replace a particular part of 
the plant would they send crews down to dig it up. If,' es hap¬ 
pened in some cases,a whole plant was demolished which couldn't 
be repaired, they would Just let it bo without making onv 
effort to recover the bodies, except where Germans were in¬ 
volved. 

5. To my knowledge 3ritish prisoners of war were working 
on the aotucl production of sethynol. 

6. 'Jith reference to Che gassings which woo common know¬ 
ledge at tho camp and factory, thore is one Darticulor in¬ 
stance I would like to mention. That occurrod whon a largo 
eroup of Roumanians were brought to Auschwitz. The strong, 
ablobodied ones come to the Farben plant to work but all tho 
rest, including women end children, wore gassed end burned. 
There were so many of them that the crematoria were not 
adequate and it was necossary to dig trenches to burn the 
balance outdoors. We could ocelli.: tho odor of burning flesh 
at the factory and were told by tho Poles what was causing

4. There wr-Q often talk about the fact that Inmates wore 
being gassed at Auschwltx. I talked about It to ry foreman. He 
didn't soar to care, he Just laughed. 

Ono of the worst things was tho lack of food. Vhon lnnntes 
first arrived at tho I.0. larbon factory they looked reasonably well. 
About a sonth lotor there was a real difference In their appoaranco. 
In two or three souths they were hardly recognisable and most of 
then would never live norc than throe or four norths. 

5. I was thoro almost two yoars. I ofton heard that the 
Innate* would pass boforo a Gorman doctor who would bo on a 
stand end who wuld select to then to go to a now camp or to stay 
hero and so on. Zo always picked the wonkor ones end thoso who woro 
sick for the new carp. They dis»p>poarod forever. All tho ipnato* 
«uld toll us that thoso who wore picked would go to tho gas 
chambers.

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Kenneth Clifford Lovell, 30 Popolcton Road, Loytonstono, 
London, docloro under oath the following facta: 




1.* I vraa takon prisoner on 23 r '' November 1941; while aorvlng 
with the Durham Light Infantry as Corporal. I was brought to 
Stalag 303 at Hohcnfols, Bavaria. I oacaped from thoro, wnB 
caught anfl sentenced to death at Regensburg for oscaping and 
for having a weapon and Illegal'docunonts In ny possession. 

From Rogonsburg I was transferred, to tho baso come of the 
concentration comp <%uschwltz. 

My first P.0.7, camp was Stalag VII A at iloosoborg nonr 
Munich and Dachau. 

Thllc still at Mooseberg, Bavaria, I had occasion to moot 
concentration camp lnnatos who had boon transferred from tho 
concentration camp Auschwitz to tho concentration canp Dachau. 
Thoy told me about tho mistreatment, the gas chambers, burn¬ 
ings, and hangings which occurred at Auschwitz. 

At tho concentration canp «usch’*ltz ny head wr.s shorn and 
I rocolved astripod Innate suit with a black triangle and 
tho letters XKGF (former prlsonor of war). I was not consldored 
a orlsoncr of ”ar any more and was treated, liko any other 
concentration crop lnnato. 
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Bach day I and the other concentration canp Inmates consist¬ 
ing of 19 Poles, Yugoslavs, and Serbs who also wero urxlcr death 
sentence, cere token by truck to the I.G. Farben Auschwitz 
factory. I worked at I.G. Auschwitz for 24 days. 

In the beginning of lS 1 ^ 1 ”as transferred to the concentra¬ 
tion camp Dachau. «ftcr two weeks' stay at Dachau, I escaped 
again. I arrived In the village of Vllsoch In Bavaria whoro I 
was hidden by some French prisoners of nor. Tho day boforo the 
^norlcans arrived, the town surrondorod to tho French prisoners 
of war and to no. 


( 2. Thilo working at I.G. .%uschwltz I was Tunrdod by tho SS 

and supervised by Gernan civilians, lly work conslstod of load¬ 
ing trucks and rarons. The work was very hard.. 

I.y comrades and I were hit and knocked about by tho SS 
guards and by tho German civilian foronon. *7o woro struck with 
tho butt of a rifle, *a roodon stick, or a ploco of Iron or 
anything olso that nas at hand. I renenbor that on ono particu¬ 
lar occasion a group of Yugoslav lnnatos noro norklng near ny

1. I woe born 27 Eovesber 1905 at Oldhan, England. 1 entered tho 
Army in June 1940. I vaa captured 22 June 1942 at Tobruk end vaa 
taken to Ital” end fros there to Auechwitz, Poland. I arrived in 
Auschwitz in October 1943 end regained there until February 1944 vhen 
I waa declared unfit for further work and wee eent back to the main 

canp at Lanedorf froa vhich I woe repatriated in January 1945. 

2. There were about 1500 Britieh prisoners of war at Auechwitz with 

bo and there Vero aany thoueande of ftvssinns, Polee and other natlona- 
lltioe ae woll ee concentration casp lnnatos wsrklng there at the tine. 

The Britieh prieonere wore not treated too bail'-, eepociolly in eo^?arieon 
with the political lnnatoe* Thoeo fellowe wore too weak to W>ric. They 
were vory thin nnd full of ioroe and definitely starving. It ie hard 
to doecrlbe their condition - it was liko nothin I had evok* eoon 
bofore. Ono wouldn't think boaan boinge could be tortured eo ouch. 

In tho winter tine we would feel cold oven with our big 
overcoats we got fron tho Rod Gross.Theeo political prieonore hod to 
work in the opon digging trenchoe during the eano cold weathor wearing 
nothing but etripod pajenns rad a pair of wsodon cloge. During tho 
dinner hour you could eoe then taiddliig togethor, trying to keop worn. 

But thoy couldn't etop working during working houre oven If they

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The political innate* were always hungry, Ye used to be given 
midday aoio which wu all water with a little cabbage or *r.uer kraut 
floatii^ in it.

I, John Henry Id kin, 3 Zingsmecd Hoad, False Hill, London, 
herewith dcolr.ro -under oath tho following faotsi 

1 . I was taken prisoner in July 1942 at FI Hanoin wfcilo 
serving with the 275th Battery.R.A. ns n Gunnor. I wa3 
first transferred to Italy. In September 1943 I was brought 
to Ausohwltz, lolnnd. At Auschwitz wo were housed at a 
sab-camp of Stelag # 8 B. Tho sub-onmp numbarod E-715 

was built on I.G. Pnrbon torritory and housed about 900 
British prisoners of war. »/o woro nil working for I.G. Far- 
bon, Auschwitz. On 23 January 1945 wo woro ovaouotod from 
tho I.G. Farbon factory to weiden, from thoro to Rogons- 
burg. In about Itoy 1945 wo wore freod by tho Amorioan3. 

2 . At I.G. Auschwitz wo were nssignod to various gonoral 
labor work dotails. Tho I.G. Auschwitz footory had boon 
bombod and we had to shift iron castings for pipos, 
flanges, otc. At camp and at tho fnotory wo wore guardod 
by Gorman army personnel. At the plant we roocivod our 
orders from Gorman foreman who woro oithor working for 

a oontrnotor of I.G. Farbon or woro I.G.Farbon omployoos. 

Wo had to work hard and BonetiDOs soma of our boy9 woro 
struck by a guard or a foreman. 

3. The food at I.G. Auschwitz was insufficient und, ox- 
copt for the British and Aooriccn food porools which wo 
received, we would have starved. 
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U. Tho British prisoners of wnr, howcvor, Were troatod 
hotter then any other nationality. Concentration oamp 
loantea were tho worst troctcd of ell. Thoy worked with 
us on difforent work details and, oven though we wero 
not permitted to spook to thorn or to fratornizo with 
thorn in any way, wo could cot holF notico their wrotohod 
oondition.

2. \ic wero under tho supervision of String 8B whon wo 
first o'mo to Auschwitz. 8B later ohangod to Tosohon. 

From 1943 to 1944 we wero housod at Camp #8 undor I.G. 
Farbon plant torritory. During Janunry-Fobruory 1944 wo 
were covod to Camp # 6 :’r whioh was closer to tho fao- 
tory. Camp #6 wne in .a distanco of about 300 yards from 
tho oonp in which the concentration oonp inmatos woro 
who worked for 1.6. Farbon. 

3. At tho I.G. Farbon faotory I hnd tho position of 
labourer to the German pipc-onginoor. In this oapaoity 

I had work details to perform in all parts of the faotory 
end h-d excellent opportunity to observe conditions of 
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r»ork and conditions of tha incites and foroign workers. 

4. In tho_sorning tho SS used to'narch the concentration 
c°.cp inmates into the factory grounds end divide thorn up 
•vtong the various raoistars of tho I.G. Farben end tho 
different contractor fira3 working for Parbon. «o oeao 
-.bout 613 O o'clock and nt that tine many of the innntos 
wore already there. On 00 they woro nssignod to tho dif¬ 
ferent Tjcistors, they booc.oo the slavo of oeoh respootivo 
raoistcr. Those Gorman isolator (foroaon) had tho powor 
of lifo end death over tho sieves nssignod and oould ordor 
them to do the various tasks. In order to obtain ooopli- 
-noo thasa Farbnn foremen would sonatinas beet the innatos. 
In thi9 connection I would like to -tontion that I rooall 
t1"-s when tho SS would roprior.nd the forenen for taking 
punishnont into thoir own hands 3inoc boatings and othor 
punishment was considered tho jrovinoc of tho SS.

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The thing that was uppcraost in the minds of all tho 
Jews was the ever-present possibility of being gsssod. 

I recall onr incident which r.cs redly typical. Ono 
of our boya tossed r oignrotto to r Jot: who wns load¬ 
ing gone pipes. Ho scr.anblod down to got tho oignrotto 
an* in doing 90 ho badly lcocratod his leg. Ho didn'd 
seen so much hurt rs soared when ho said "1 guoss this 
i8 tho end. It roans the gas chamber for no." -ifftor that 
innate rent back to tho lager that night, ho di8appocrod 
on'* was never soon again by any of us at tho faotory. 

One Dutch Jew who had norkod in tho oanp whero tho 
cro.-.atorla rare, 'escribed tho oporation of tho gas ohanr- 
bero to no. He said that the victims woro givon n piooo 
of soop and towel to give thoc tho inprcsslon that thoy 
wore going to have showers. Many tinea when thoy roallaoi 
what was happening, torriblo sccnos would teko plaoo, but 
they wore nevcrtholcso forood into thG gns ohonbors at 
ristol point by tho SS. This can told no that ho dldrcM 
think ho would ovor get out alivo but that ho know that 
the British prisoners of war would and ho wnntod thon to 
bo able to toll tho rest of tho world what had hr.pponod 
ftt the concentration oanp. In describing tho proooduro, 
he mentioned that tho valuables wore all taken away fron 
the Jews and oven the gold fron their tcoth was removed.

5. Of all the groups that worked at tho Pnrben factory, 
the ones that wero treated the worst by far woro tho 
Jews. Their general appearance was shocking. Thoy woro 
h.agnrd, drawn, weak with pale faces end somwny arms 
and logs. Thoy woro stipoi pajamas in all woathor and 
in winter sonc of them obtained coats of the saiac ma¬ 
terial. Thoir shoes were wooden clogs. Tho food thoy 
received at the plant was soup. This was alnost plain 
water with a fow pieces of cabbage or turnip floating 

around. It was so bad that when we rcooivcd our soup

which thicker than that s®rvc<* to inertos, our so-oallod 
bettor soup wasn't evon o'lblc and wo usod do divido 
it among tho inertos who fought and scrambled to get 
sono of it. Thoy did hard labor work which includod 
digging •'itohos, oarrying oablcs and oarrying oonont 
sacks which were hoavicr than their own weight. 1 still 
don't know how they were able .to work at tho paoo thoy 
did and onrry the weights they carried in tho brokon- 
down andition they wore in. They worked hardor than 
thoy were oapablo of out of tho foer that if thoy ap¬ 
peared wonk or unablo to work, thoy would be oxtoroinatod.

It was a oorreon 
oocurrcnco ct night to see whon wo marched back to our 
barracks the innatos, some of whom wore oarriod by othor 
inmate8, others being helped along, and still others boing 
oarriod on wheelbarrows, ^horc a particular innr.to who was 
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ovor-cxh"usto< J had no one to help hie, ho would fell 
behind and stragglo after tho othors. Those stragglora 
were prod.de’ by tho SS to get beck In lino. 

6. Also I was told bv r. young loliah Jow, although I 
*i*n't see it cyself, thit at night whon tho inmto8 
roturnod to their cacp, there was a "solootion" proooss 
which took plcoc at the gates. An SS can would pick out 
tho 80 who vroro woakor and oopy down tfaoir tettoood nurr- 
bcr. Those whose nuebers were takon would bo cxtcrcinatod 
at tho gas ch-nbors.

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Hoitcrt WOIJHKIH, presently living at Wakcnitzer3tr. 3l» b, Luobeck, 
having been infomod that I shall be subject to punishment if I nakc a false 
statement, herewith testify under oath voluntarily and without duress : 

1 - On 3 March 191:3, ny wife, njrsolf and ay son aged 3, wore arrested 
by the SS in Borlin during the last big anti-jewish action. After spending 
several days in tho collection casp Gr. Hchbugcrstr, I was transported to the 

then since. 

The whole transport from Berlin consisted of abexit 1003 people; about 
220 r.cn, mostly young r.cn capable of working, wero sorted out and sont to 
concentration c«np monowitz in trucks fron tro station in Auschwitz. 

2 - Ir Carp Konovrits wo wore not by tho SS, the senior care inaato and 
several bloc!: seniors and taker, to a washing bit. In front of the washing hut 
tro wore lined up in fives and then allowed to enter in groups. On entering 
tho hut all valuables hai to bo thrown into a suitcase standing thoro and 
guarded by tho SS. After that wo wero forced to hand in all our civilian 

during that process did wo ho/r fror. othor Innatos who had been thoro longor 
that wo wore in tho concentration cam Auschwitz, which was part of an I.G. 
plant. If we wanted to survive wo would havo to bo prepared to do tho hoavy 
work rcajired from us by tho 1.0. Ferbon. 

3 - Concentration Carp "onoritz consistod of approx innfcly 20 barracks 
at tho tine when I arrived thorc in March 191:3. As I found later they wore 
all quite full. Hardly any inmate had a bed of his own. The total of innatos 
at that tire was about 3000 prisoners. TTc went to work for tho first tino in 
tho 1 . 0 . plant already tho dry after wo arrived, having all boon rogistorod 
and tatooed. own prison runbor is 107..931:. 

Tho plant, at that tino was still in tho s»pgo of construction. Thoro 
were scarcely any atrocts. Tho bulldinr.. except lor thono in which tho 
directors and sordor foremen worked, woro mostly unfinishod. As initiation, 
os was the general rulo, we wero given onlv tho hardest and nost stronuous 
work such as transportation and mining work. I erne to tho dreaded ’’nurdor 
comand U c whoso task it was to unload ccrcnt bags or constructional stool. 
V?o had to unload tho cor.ont free: the arriving freight cars all day long at n 
running paco. Prisoners who broke down were boaton by the German 1.0. fore¬ 
men ns well as by tho Kopos «ir.til thoy oithor resumed thoir work or woro 
left there dead. I saw such eases rysolf. I also ronaibor sooing a Dutch 

a soncr comit suicido *oy throwing himself in front of a moving train 
oro the oyos of tho Goman I.G. forenen during tho first days thoro.

I also noticed rope at oily, particularly during tho time when tho SS 
accompanied our labor unit thczsolvcs, that tho Goman I.G. forenon tried 
to surpass the SS in brutalities. It also happened that Gornan I.G. foro- 
nen incited the Kapoo to take the good shoes fron the new arrivals and koop 
then for thcnrtclvcs. It was also a rule that the innatos had no working 
safeguards, for example iron had to be ooved without the proper lonthor 
for tho purpose, bricks had to be loaded without any suitable protection 
for tho hands etc. 

I also renertoer woll that Goman I.G. forenen, even on days when it 
froze, nadc tho Kapos order the prisoners to take off thoir coats (if they 
had 3one) in order to speed up tho work. 

I myself was sont to a skilled labor unit as a welder in the sumcr 
191:3. It was a comon practice to give the prisoners dirtiest and nost 
dangerous tasks, although all tho tine we worked thoro wo had hardly any 
protective equipment. 
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Excnolcs : As welder I had to work for months without any welding 
I'C-reles, until I finally nanaged to "organise" a pair for qysclf. Tho 
prisoners who were Z-welders aid not get any nil/: while the Gcraan E- 
wcldcrs wore given milk. The Gerpn T.G. foremen who were the innod iato 
supervisor.* crew perfectly woll about all these tnings. The I.G. inspectors f 
who r.adc regular 1 •-■pcctions of the entiro site of tho I,G, Farben, knew 
these things 'Is, ..re norticulTrly afraid of those inspectors because we 
knew then to 3c fanatical Nazis who usod every occasion of unsatisfaotoxy 
work to rake < retort to tho office of the SS Coaaani (SS - Scharfuchror 
SACSS3). 


U - In Sopterbor 19U3, after tho armistice was signed botnaon 
Badoglio end the Allies, approx irately 1200 British Pdffs, who had boon 
(in cantivity) in Italy before. wero brought to tho 1.0. Auschwitz to a 
special cars next to ours via tho Staler Lanbsdorff and were assigned to 
work in tho Buna plant. The orisoners had taken part in tho African 
canoaign and most of then had boon captured at the capitulation of Tobruk. 
Durinp the da/s of Italy’s capitulation a few had ivungod to get through 
to the ..Hies: the rest was trie on to Gornany by tho Ooram Biry. Vo wore 
strictly forbidden to have my contact with tho English PcSs. At tho 
beginning of October 19u3 I managed for the first tine to contact a group 
of English PdTs, thanks to ry knowledge of the English language. In apito 
of the strict regulations against it this was possible with tha oxcrciso 
of sufficient caution, because at that tine the SS guards wore only 
stationed wound the plant itself. Tho PoTs openly confossod their sym¬ 
pathy for us. I later found from tho conversation that rxsst of then woro

Tarbcn Auschwitz received a report of thlt but. evo;. so it would have boon 
easy to change this condition, '.hay did sot do J.t. 

4. The working conditions in the plant of r .,0. rat-ben luschvlts vero oo hard 
that tony thousands of inrates died during the years. The c«nacapti-n of 
huaans «a a' ctagrering that in the yvare fr~x 1942 to 1945 appr-uci-natcly 
a cosplete turn-over of inrateo occrrcd thro.. tixee. 

During the tine of construction tho irxates had tfce order -to v.rx only in 
double paco. aorwegiono who caro ‘n perfect physical conditions to Xcne- 
witz and who were well trained pLyslWlly died with faw. exceptions after 
a few weeks. 7er instance the hundred pound •ux.-nt eark n.ni to be 
carried in double pace. 
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The moment the inmate waa not able to perform the work they vero brought to 
the hospital. la the hospital or at the barracks oelections vero aide and 
the undernourished »r sick inmates (Kuaelmaeaner) vero sent to Blrkenau- 
Auachvltx to be gasci. 

During th« vinicr tine it happened cany tines that as aa ay an one hundred 
inmates died in one day due to exhaustion. 

The appearance of the innate* at their place of w**rk, thqir thin clothing, 
dravr. faces; was so striking that the ones looking at then know that bobio 
of then would only live fer a few hours longer. 

The inmates were beaten frequently by the SS, the Xapos and by tho foremen 
respectively, by the I.O. Farben employees. 

5. The fact that management of the I.O. Farben w «e fully aware and in cany 
times personally responsible for the.conditions I have stated above cannot 
be atreesoi strongly enough. 

Fear to six veoks after the opening of carp Monovitx the management of I.O. 
Forbon tcok over the provision of food. At no time was tho food of the 
inmates equal to that of civilian labors. A great percentage of deaths 
cccured only because of insufficient feeding. Kygenic installctlono of any 
type were insufficient or non existing so that epidemics were a aattor of 
courso. A typhoid epidemic started shortly after tho arrival cf a laigo 
Jewish transport from the Peliah Ohatie. The SS physicians tried to 
immunize tho healthy ones by inoculations of a small anount of blrod from 
tho acute diseased pej*aona. The result was that the opidenlc spread 
rapidly. A large part of the 16CO Inmates present at that time at Kenowltx . 
got nick. Daily 20 to 26 inmates died. Later the sick persons vero 
segregated and transported to Hrkonau to be gased. The aanngeaent of I.O. 
Farben was *nforsoi of this. They sent a demission into the carp to survey 
tho hygenlc conditions. The conditions did not-improve after that. 

In cases in -fr.icfc tho work officloncy of the inmates soened to bo unsatis¬ 
factory tho foremen would cond a report to the SS camp management who in 
turn punished the inmate* with fleeing (up to 5C otrokes) and by standing them 
into a cubicle (Stohbunkcrarrcst), After such punishment the inmate was so 
disfigures that either he did rfet come to work at all the next day or cnao 
in such a state to the place that the seriousness of the punishment was 
fully evident to the foreman who had complained. 

The plant director and erploy-J of I.O. Fnrbcn Auschwitz wore often in 
Honcvitz. The plant loador was fully informed about the conditions prevail¬ 
ing at Konvvltz.

AFFIDAVIT 

I, DourJLaa Tilbrook Frost, 13, Aah Grove, Stapleford, Nr. 
Nottinr^icn, England, do hereby declare under oath the follow¬ 
ing facts: 

1. I was born 15 *prll 1912 at Nr. Nottlnghon, England. I 
entered the Aruy in Novoober 1939 and was captured on 9 Aorll 
1041 noar Tobruk. *t the tlco I was sl;nnlnan In tho 5th 
Battalion Tanks. I was brought first to Italy, thon to Germany 
an?, finally to Auschwitz. After about a wook I, together with 
about 30 or 40 others, was assigned to swanp work gatherin'; 
roods. Shortly thoroaftor I otartod working In tho I.O.Frrbon 
factor;*.at nusohwltz. I continued working thoro until I was 
Injured. lTt> January 1944 and was sont to Lansflorf. I wao later 
frood by the Anorlcans. 

2. 7i\o 1.0. plant at Ausohwltz oovered approximately 6 oq. 
kilometers and was built ontlroly by slave labor. The Serrano 
who voi*o thoro wore In a supervisory capacity. Thoro *»orc 
10,000 to 15,000 Jews, about 22,000 others of all nationali¬ 
ties, -xartlcularly Russians and Polos. 

3. Of all tho porsono working at I.G. Auschwitz, the Jewish 
In:atos had the worst tine of It. I was very friendly with 
then and ofton spoke to thon. The lnpresslon I got was chat

ct least half of the locates would never again be fit to ;;o 
brcl: to civilization because of the deteriorated cental and 
physical condition they had reached, ?helr olothlng consisted 
of striped paJanas and for shoes they had wooden ologs.

This soup 
which ye fivve then was so bad that we oouldn't drink It our¬ 
selves. 

In spite of their poor condition, which was obvious fron 
Just looking at then sinoe their skin was a dirty gray and 
body "as puroly skin and bones, they novortholoss were :;lvon 
hard. Jobs to do, suoh as carrying mils around and pleoos 
of nr.chlnery. 

4. !'o Innate was allowed In tho oanp who was slok. The weak 

and .lie slok would bo destroyed. Tho lnnatos In tho o-.ap al¬ 
ways told us about this and personally I rocnll cany cases 
v/horo Inca to s whor. I had known Just dlsappoarod and didn't 
show up again. As a natter of foot,the lnnatos were so frighten-, 
cd of bolng sent to tho gas chanbors bocauso of illness or 
injury that thoy would often cone to'work hiding tholr cuts 
and soros rather than report sick. 

Tho demon civilians often threatened tho lnnatos that thoy 
would be gassed and cado Into soap, tfo were told that quito 
a fow tines by the lnnatos and I personally

hoard the German civilians cake those threats nany times. 

Also I heard the Germans Joking among thenselves about the 
saso thing. I didn't taka It seriously at first but later I

facture of soap from Inmates was being dono at Auschwitz by 
r 9 nc. 0 rl.ng the fat from the gassed bodies.

On ookor occasions I would see two or three Inmates bolng 
ccrrioa by.

■1. For boro tine I worked in tho laundry disinfecting and distributing eoctlon 
Underwear, that la, pant* and shirts were only distributed to the prleoncro 
once in 6 - 8 weeks. Soaetinos pullovers were aleo allottod. Stocking* wore 
distributed every 6 ~ 8 weeks. Fr.cilitieB for laundering and soap to koop tho 
clothos clean did not exist. The laundry which I distributed had been taken 
fron thoso who were gassed at Sirkenau. I know this because I saw tho nur.bero 
of tho prisoners who used to be at Konowits and were transporto 4 to bo gassed. 
In addition, tho clothes which I distributed were old and often blood-stained. 
Tho clothing was often returned within 3 hours. 


The prisoners only received coats and gloves in 1943. The prisoners 
received no leather shoes, but nerely wooden clogo. 

The 1.0. Farben foremen could see ially with their own eyes that tho 
prisoners working under then only wore rage. The prisoners also had to unload 
iron and bricks without gloves on the 1.0. Farben work sites. 


I, Hoack THZISTS2, Prague TII., V Zatisl 8, after having been warned that I 
Will be liable to punishment for nuking false statements, herewith stato under 
oath of ny owr. free win and without coercion the following: 

1. I was arrested in Prague in 1939 for political reasons. I was first sent 
to Buchenwald, then An 1942 was brought to the Auschwlti nain eanp and In 
Uovenber 1942 I cane to Konowitr. In Honowltt I first worked on the Outolde 
Labor Detachnent, then for Laundry Disinfection, then on OutBide I/ibor Detnch- 
nent again. Fron 1943 up to the tine of the transfer I worked in the hospital 
building, in Block 16 of the Surgical Departneat and Block 17 Internal 
Departnent. 

2. In the Outoide Labor Detachnent I had to do very hard labor, for example, 
unloading bricks or carrying sacks of cement. 

t Ono detachnent of 100 nen daily lost approximately 10 prisoners. Tho 
prisoners died of nalautrltion, of the consequences of accidents in the works, 
etc. Food was bad and clothing inadequate. 


During tho first six souths no prisoner was permitted to do indoor worJ*. 
The prisoners also had to remain outside at noon. The prisoners wrapped p .‘or 
around their feet and legs for protection against tho cold. 

3. Tho forenaa estimated tho work of the prisoners on a percentage basis and 
submitted the reports to the carp direction. The niniaun result was 50 - 60*. 
Whoever accomplished leas, was punished by beating. The foreman know this. 

The prisoners begged the foremen to write down a higher porcent-ge for then 
and some of then did write down up to lOOi.

r.ftcr having boon t/arnod that I will bo liablo to punichnont for 
porjury in the ease cf false statononts doclnro horewith undor 
oath, cf r.y own freo will and without durosc, the following: 

1/ In nid-bcconbor 1942 I cano a c a nr.lo nuroo to tho aick- 
ward of tho canp Duna-?'onowitx. At that tino thoro woro 5 sick- 
wnrd barracks in "onowite. I coco into tho ward for rnbulant 
treatnont. 

At that t ino thcro were in tho sick-nard barracks noatly 
single bods, arranged in sovcral tiors. Thoro woro poriods whon 
thoro woro two '.nd throo tir.os as pnny pationts as tho nornal 
capacity allowod. Thoro was r.ler st no bod llnon-' tho food was 
qulto as insufficient as in tho rost of tho canp, 

2/ Especially dreaded by tho innatos was tho dyaontory ward. 
Aftor adr.ission to this ward tho inaato wAs rut-matically nado to 
(jo hungry for 2 rtcys, for roasons of diot, Tho nortality was 
horo oxtraordin.arllly high. 

3/ In 1'oriowitz thoro woro cspoci.ally nuncrous casos of 
pnounonia, phlo/;::ons, blood poisoning, hunger odona and oxtrono 
onaciation r.nd injuries duo to nceldonts. Tho lattor woro causod- 
by falling fron scaffolds, by injurios contractod during tho work; 
and thoy consisted neatly of fracturos, contusions and cut-wounds. 
Tho nunbor of aocidonts was especially high in tho sunnor nonthc 
of 1943. Jr. tho wintor early in 1943 I ®aw nany and eorious 
injuries duo to froozing. 

4/ Gonoral directives in Monowitz proscribed that only such 
innatos could be adnittod to tho sick-ward whoso rocovory docs 
not tako noro than 2 wooks. This was Justified by tho fact, that 
I.G. Farben Auschwitz paid sicknoss bonofito for every innate for 
2 wooks cnly. I"do not know whethor rogul-r roperts to I.G, 

Farbon woro cade. Stophnn Hynr.nn who was chiof clork at Monowitz 
night bo ablo to give inforrntlon on this subjoct. 

5/ The sick ward at Monowitz was visited by civilian porsons. 
Tho noro sight of tho innatos nust havo oponod tho oyos of any¬ 
body as to tho condition of tho innates* 

Tho avorago ability of an innate laboror who worked at I.G. 
Duna Auschwitz lastod 3-4 nonths.

6/ Tho clothing of the innatos was uttorly insufficiont. Very 
painful was the question of shoos. Tho loathor shoos woro takon 
away fron the innatos when they cano to Monowitz, and they woro 
givon woodon shoes without laces which nostly did not fit. Many 
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of tha innatos had to go on foot every day to and fron work; 
this was about 8 kn. After two wooks already the feet of the 
innates showed frequently blisters or wounds which ofton result¬ 
ed in phlogaons. After np prox ina t oly 3-4 nonths the innato 
was a "Husolaann" (a noalon) i.o. unfit for work and was sont 
to Auschwitz. Everyone in tho canp knew what dangor was connoc- 
tod with this; tho gassing in one of tho croartoria. Tot, I 
rononber innates who asked to be sont t6 Auschwitz because thoy 
proforrod donth to the life in tho canp. 

7/ Often people were brought to tho sick-ward in Honowitz 
^ho had been boaton severely and also people who succunbod to 
tho nistreatnonts. It happoned ofton that doad porsons wore 
brought fron t}io works'pronisos ‘of 1.0. Buna-Auschwitz in 
J'enowitz; at tho beginning

of 1943 tho nur.bcr nnountod socotinos fron 20 to 30. Thoso in-

9/ Many inuatfcs woro brought to tho aick-ward aftor thoy 
had boon shot doad. Anong thon woro nany who, thoir hands raisod 
had crossod tho lino of guards to sot an «nd to thoir nioory end 
to torninato thoir lifo. Also, noor tho cloctricity-chargod 
wiro unfortunate onos were frequently found in tho norning who 
had voluntarily put an end to their lifo by touching tho high- 
tonsion wiro. 

10/ As far as I rononber it occurrod evory day that thoro 
woro dead pcoplo in Monowitz.

The so-oallcd ■Arboltsfuohror" had to 
report to the Buna adninlatration ovary day tho number of those 
pooolo pho did not work bocauso of 131noss and tho nunbor of 
thoso who nont to work, rron tlno to tlno physicians noro sont 
by Buna to tho canp to chock personally about tho conditions 
of thoso sick pooplo who hod not norkod for a longor tlno. I 
rononbor ospoclally tho porson of Dr. Koonl?, nho was at tho 
sane tino tho loading Oostapo physlolan. Ho wan tho leading 
personality trhon tho hoalth conditions of tho orloonora noro 
chocked. 

At thoso occasions it ras deddod "ho of the prisoners had to 
zo back to rork, or "ho was not able to rork. Thoso connldorod 
not ablo noro sont back to Oswlooln camp and disappeared in 
tho cronatory. I kr.or that ttoso people woro killod in tho gas 
chambers bcoauso their clothos trero sont back on tho sano day 
to Ilonowlts, and. I had reports from other pooplo in Oswiooin 
that thoso pooplo wore killed. Dr, Koonlr hlnsolf declared in 
Octobor 19 W 1 at one of thoso chocking occasions that ho noodod 
500 persons, unnblo to work, to sond thorn to above (rlth tho 
-osturc to hoaven).

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Tho 3una administration supotn-laod contlnualytho conditions 
In tho Hononltr canp nhcro the Buna workers llvod tho 38 
had eont only 55 sanitary personnel and ohyslcians to tho 
Uononitr canp for eUporvisin:: tho lmatoa* on tho apodal 
roquoat of the 3una administration, nhlch doclarod that noro 
than 55 persona could not be onoloyod and that Buna would 
pay to tho SS only for thoac pooplo. In this personnel noro 
lncludod nil those who forked In tho Rovlcr. 

Tho Buna ndnlnlatration also dooldad overy days aa to hovr 
many pooplo of tho prisoncro had to vork for tho adnlnlotratlon 
of tno prlaonorB (kltohcn, norkahopa, oto). 
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Svcry evening, when the working day pf the factory was over 
the .irboltsfuchrer had to send hie dally report to tho Buna 
adnlnlatratlon* 

• Io81 of tho Jorl8h workers wero onoloycd In construction and 
building work. It was a very hard physical work during 10-12 
hours a day. Tho working conditions wore vory bad, tho soil 
bolng wot and swanwy. I knon fron the reports that during 
Bunaks activities In tho ISonowltr canp about 40.000 lnnatos 
dlod of oxhaustlon during tho work. Thon tho work in tho 
faotory "as ovor, tho prlsonors, as long as the Uonowltz canp 
itsolf nas not finished, had to co back to tho canp and work 
nnothor 3-4 hours dally for construction this carp. 

In nany eases I porsonnally saw that tho directors of Buna 
asked prlsonors when they not In tho factory, but not working, 
for tho reason of not working and beat then without waiting 
for an unswor. 

I also want to ncntlon that nenbors of tho Buna adninlotrntlon 
soloctod fron tho youngor prlsonors undor 18 yoars thoso who 
socncd to bo especially fit for building work. Those young 
people had to bring ooncroto fron tho ground to tho upper 
floors and they woro ouporvised by Gestapo nonbors who boat 
thorn pcrnnnontly if tholr work soonod not to be sufficient. 

Fron all those facts I ravo It appoars clearly that tho Buna 
adnlnlstratlon conducted tho Bum factory os their own ontor- 
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prise are! used the prisoners on tholr own responsibility. Tho 
3una adninistratlon know also, when prisoners oho worked for 
thon ocrc doclarcd to bo no longer fit for nork and thcroforc 
wore sent book to the Osolocln canp for final destruction.

On 20 Gctrbcr 1942 I ccao tr Auschwitz in a 
transport of 4U. prisoners frrn tho concentration onnp of 
Buchonwaid. 76 of then wore sont innodlatoly to the gas 
chanbcrs because thoy were unfit for work. Tho rost woro 
sent to LSonowitz by tho Supervisor of Labor. 

Tho canp of nrvrltz existed airoudy in 1941, as 
far as I was inforned by older prisoners of Auschwitz. At 
that tine, it was closed down because of a typhoid opldonlc 
and tho lnnatos woro gassed in ordor to prevent tho spread¬ 
ing of She opldonlc. Alar at that tlno, tho canp belonged 
to tho 1.3. Far bon. 

Tho first labor squads which woro sent there, wero 
construction squads. Tho work was vory hard, oopoclally in 
tho boginning. Firstly bocauso of tho groat working spood, 
for instance tho unloading of coccnt at tho doublo, and 
oooondly, bocauso tho Knpos undor the preosuro of tho foro- 
nan drovo uo to work. Slnco all tho frrcaon of tho construc¬ 
tion firn of the I. 3. Farbon doennded opoed, it is ovldont, 
that tho ordor to work at a vory great spcod ccr.c fron nbovo, 
l.o. fron tho firn. 

Until Nrvcnbcr-Doconbor 19-12 tho cacp was fillod with 
250U prisoners.

AFFIDAVIT. 


I, Felix 2AUSC2, resident in Vienna XIII. Bosslggasse 60, born 
10 Dec. 1908, in Vienna, 

after h-.vlng been warned that I will be liable to puniehnent for caking 
false statcncats, herewith etato under oath, voluntarily and without 
coorolon, the following:- 

Ij. After visiting elesentary -nd sec'>a , "ry school I worked as a comnercial 
employee. Before I was arrested I workc* for the Austrian Tourist 
Publicity. I was arrested for the first tire on 3 June 1938 on suspicion 
of espionage when I wanted to travel froa Vienna to Prague. Tho Goman 
Border Police arrested ce and handed re over to the Krels (district) court 
Jail KornonbuTR. After 4 nonths 1 detention on suspicion of esploa'-o I was 
released on 3 Oct.1938 and travelled to Czechoslovakia. After Karch 1939 
I was often nolested by the Geman police. On 13 June 1939 I w»s again 
arrested by the Oernan police. On 1 July 1933 I was however again roloasod 
without evor finding out the reason for this •rrest. After that I wanted 
to (migrate and crossed the Polish border on 8 Aug 1939. The Polos oout no 
back to tho Belch border (the border of the Protectorate) and the Gordon 
bordor police again "rrestod =e on 9 AUg.1939. I was detained in tho 
Hozlrk (district) Jail Frle'eck/Sllesla (Gestapo) for 14 days and was 
thon ronovod to the Polish bor'er by tho Oem-n police, whero I was 
howevor again caught by tho Polish border police and sent back to tho 
Gornan bordor. There I stayc* in hiding until 25 Aug.1939 and on that 
dato again went over the Polish border, whero I stays! with a farnor 
until 1 Sopt.1939.

On that dato the Ocrr.»a-Polish war broke out and I wont further Into 
tho country, but on 2 Sept 1939 was recognised by a Oernan bordor 
pollconnn who had shortly bofore renewed ne to tho Polish border and 
was sent to Beachon whero I resorted to tho Oernan police «ad was put 
into tho local Krais (district) Jail. «ftor having been lntorrogatod 
on 3 Sopt 1939 I was sontocced to be Kept in custody. After 4 days I 
was t-kon to the police prison in Skrochowitz, SJlesla. On 4 Oot 1939 
I was aont to tho collecting Jail lavlcx, which had fomerly boon a 
ponitontiary, with a transport of 366 non. 14 Oct. 1939 I was trans¬ 
form! to tho concentr-Uon carp Buchenwald with a total of 1500 non.

In Buchenwald I first worked as a etone-carrier in the quarry; 
wo wore in the eo-callod st^ll carp- After this canp was disbanded I 
was transferred, to the large concentration canp Buchonwald on 15 Jan.1940. 
Thore I worked as house orderly in Block 3, which was thon ooTed to Block 16, 
until tho end of Aigun*. 1940, whon this block was disbanded. I thon 
case to Block 29 and first worked with the bricklayers - troop gar ago 
(lator celled the Construction Detacfcaont I). On 31 Oct. I cnao to tho 
Transport Squad (Block 29) where I worked until February 1942. Thon I 
workod as Block clerk in Block 16. 

On 17 Oct. 1942 I was transported to the concentration canp Auschwitz 
with 405 other Innatea; we arrived there on 21 Oct. 1912. In Buchenwald 
we know that in Auschwitz inaates were being gassed and believed that 
we to would now be gassed. After a week's stay we were howcver-narchod 
off to Monowitz, the concentration carp of 10 Farben, whore we arrived 
aftor 3-3 hours' narch. I was one of the first 500 prisoners to cone 
to Konowlti at the end of October 1942.

20, and on 1 April 1943 to tb* Internal b- ck (Stock 13), with the 
functions of block senior, but without b6-v laq that title.

My duties In the office of the K-nowitt sick bay wero approslnatoly 
the following: keeping rocords of a-'nlsslons into the sickbay ordorod 
by the doctors, that Is placement in the war^a concerned, keepir* records 
of discharges ordered by tho doctors, statistlce tone of which woro sent 
to the risen doctor, Anachwltx, hoc11v over tho dally roll of the 
sickbay roported to n« by lhe block seniors to tho prisoners’ offico. 

Froa theso strength reports It was possible to eee exactly how nnny patlonte 
there were. Furtherncre I had to supervise carp hygiene, check on llco, 
vaccinations, blood and bovel covonent tests. Also I and tho innato 
Heynonn had to deal with the entire correspondence of the S5 carp 
doctor at his dictation.

for gassing. 

4. IXirlng tho first con'.hs of Its existence the Monowits coop did not 
have a single case of typhus., nor was there any quarantine. Prisoners 
who were new arrivals to the casp were looodiately assigned for work 

on 3una. In Deceaber 1942 Prof. EPST2IS, one of the canp doctors, noticod 
that suspicious synptons appeared aaor*:st a transport of several hundred 
prisoners (6-800) which had arrived fro= Slrkenau, which led hln to 
believe that soae of the lnsates had typhus and other Infectious diseases. 
At Prof. SPSTSIS's Initiative It was possible to have the whole transport 
put in quarantine, l.e. these innates were withdrawn froo tholr work in 
Buna. 4 barrachs of the concentration crap Konowltx were cleared and fancod 
In to servo as quarantine. Sew transports arriving froo other ploceB \ 
replaced this quarantined transport at work In IG Auschwltx. In the first' 
days of January 1943 this entire transport which had been In quarantine 
went back to Blrkenau. 
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Half way through January 1948 a new transport cane fron 31rkenau, 
consisting of over 1000 sen, and this was l=ed lately sent Into 
quarantine. Again typhus cases occurred. At the end of January 1943 
this transport (1026 sen) was also sent hack to Slrkenau.

Around 8 or 9 February 1943 a third transport case fros Slrkenau, which 
consisted of about 800 non. On 28 Februa.-? >hl- third transport was 
also sent hack to Slrkenau because of da:.... . f typhus. 

In all these transports the hoal'.i>7 .• h:.d to starch while tho 
sick ones wore transported In open truck*. Various lnnates that c*oe 
hock told no that the greatest part of these threo transports was gassed. 

Tho fluctuations In the nucher of , Inns.;, o could always ho seen 
exactly fron the dally food reports to H.. 

After these three transports the Honowitr c-«np was always ropleted 
with pooplo who had ccsse directly fron the various European couatrloo 
anti/or fron Goman towns to Konrwltt without having previously pasted 
through the caln canp at Acschwltt, with a very few exceptions. The 
now arrivals cnrchcd with all thoir brlogninge iown tho naln road, 
usually In the daytire, past the works site mlo the caop Konowitr. 

First they wont throt*h disinfection; hero their clothos wore tnkon 
away fron then and thoy wore only allowed to retain cpectaclos, 
artificial llcht, belts and shoes. Tnvn they c*s# to tho hath, thoir 
hair was cut off and they were supplied with prison clothir*. Then followod 
adnloalon tho office, registration for tho card index, oxanlnation In 
tho sickbay, plnccnent In the living quarters, tattooing. I took 1-2 
dAyt until tho cl*ii*e fron individual to prisoner had boon conplotod. On 
tho third day tho lmatoo wore usual ?7 assigned to work on tho 10 
buildli* slto. i a .ho sick-cay we had the cost to do with tho now arrivals 
aftor a week since ty that tino tho first synptons of dlneaoo and 
weakness usually already appearod In nost rf then. 

Tho diarrhoea ward had about 60 beds. At tho tlco th*t I worked in 
the dlirrhooa ward, in Karch 1943, 53 patients were housed in one roon 
with 20 bods- Diarrhoea was one of toe coeconest Illnesses In coop Monowits, 
I.o. raongst the lna-.tos workli* In 10 Auachwitr. In March 1943 thoro 
wno a particularly se7oro diarrhoea ep’.dealc during which nany casoa 
woro fr.tol. The diarrhoea ward was always very crowdod. There wero no 
toilets In tho diarrhoea ward, but Just an open bucket standing in ono 
corner. The beds wero double-decker bunks. It hnpponed quite Proquontly. 
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that c diarrhoea patient tried to drag hlnself fron his 
bed r.a far cs this buoket, beroly reachod it or did not 
roach It at all, broke down and renalnod lying thorc In 
a pool of ordure. Theso were unbcllovcblc conditions rfaich 
could not have boon nlssed by anyono sho had ever boon in 
this block. 


Generally nost of tho lnnatos ’’ore very afraid of 
bolng r.dnlttod into tho dlcrrhooc 'rard. Tho first treat- 
nont ordorod thoro ras tho so-called roro-dlct, 1. o. tho 
patlonts did not got anything at all to eat for tho first 
2 days. In this rord the.lnnctee died by tho dozon§.,.. 


7. It ts generally v no-n that thoro -rs t^n nuch s^col- 
” led. unproductive ocrsonnol of tho Honorltz canp inclu¬ 
ding tho nurses In tho sickbay rnd that IG urgod that as 
nany lnnatos as possible should bo assigned "to'‘I fcs“bufl- 
ding si to. I ”as Inferno** of a regulation to this offoct 
by ono of tho lnnatos, oho had had it passod to hln by 
tho c;np doctor. Dr. VETTER had stated qulto uncqulvocoolly 
tha.t this regulation had originated with tho IG. In nocor- 
danco with this regulation I re.s dlsch-rgod fron ny nost 
in tho slckbcy and rorkod for 9 day3 In tho Buna rorks. 
Aftor this tlno I was hovrovor takon back Into tho slokbay 
Illegally. 


8. Every ono of tho coup doctors, Dr. VETTER, Dr.FISCHER, 
Dr. KOEKIG and Dr. HOHDE, ofton told us In tho sickbay: 

" The nunber of pctlont3 Is too largo tho 10 rill not 
stand for that, core pooplo nust bo discharged." Wo lnna¬ 
tos roro aloays trying not to oonply rlth this ord.or until 
It ras onco again polntod out to us by tho SS doctors. This 
aoent practically that tho lnnctc3 rore Mostly roloasod 
proneturoly efter 2-3 rooks or olso thoy roro sent to Blr- 
kenau to be gassod. In addition to thl3 a chart or graph 
ras nado shlch shored tho nunbor of patlonts. \.hon tho nun- 
bor of patlonts of tho conp lnnatos had oxcoodod 10# this 
ras also usually follorod by soloctlons or proaaturo nass 
discharges. 


It res ocslor to koop an Innate who was a spoclallst 
and. who res thoroforo of lnportohce to IG in tho building 
for a longer tlno end to protoct hln fron bolng gassed. 

Tho turnover of lnnatos In honowitz was vory high 
bocauso of the difficult working conditions in tho IG Far- 
ben plant. In this rcspoct the dlroct ccsos of doath In the 
canp were of the least lnportance.

Host of the worn out lnnates were seleotod in the 
block or diredtly by the gate for gassing In Blrkenau. 


A prisoner who was conpletely exhausted and worn 
out wes known as a Mussulnan. Uussulnans wero a perna- 
nont feature acong the prisoners working on buna. 
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That prisoners removed to Auschwitz or Blrkonau woro 
sent to the gas chanbers was shown by tho fact that the 
seno trucks which had taken tho prisoners fron tho Ur.no- 
wltz hosoltal building ceno back immediately with tho sono 
things which tho selcctod orlsoncis hr.d worn. 

Fron tine to tino wo wero able to savo follow- 
prorlsoncrs fron tho gas transport by soyln to Sdg. NEG¬ 
BERT » Wo rant to rosoue this or that prisoner." 

In 1944 Dr. 3UDLIASZEK, the lionowlts prison doc¬ 
tor, was In Blrkcnau Just as transports fron nonowltz 
wont to Blrkonau. Kc cano back and told us that ho had 
soon for hlnsolf that our prlsonor9 woro sont straight 
to tho gas chambers. Tho prisoners woro afraid of being 
3lck beoauso thoy feared that they would thon also bo 3ont 
to tho gas ohanbors. liany oaaoa of lllno8s ondod fatally 
bocauso tho doctor In tho hospital building was not oon- 
sultod In tino. 

9 liany orlsonors core solootod on tho vory day on which 
thoy first reported for nodloal trontr.ont. 

The soloction was carrlod out as follows: Tho prisonoro 
fllod past tho cacp doctor nckod. Tho conp doctor looked 
then over, possibly put sono quoatlons to thon end dlcta- 
tod tho letter "A* or ■B* to tho clork standing bo3ldo hin. 
Tho n A"s were acooptod for troataent; tho "B"s doforrod or 
oont to bo gassed. In this connoctlon I nust say that if 
their an9wors to tho questions showed then to bo sklllod 
workors thoy stood a cuch bottor chanoo of bolng aocoptod 
for treatuont and rostorod to hoclth end of osor.plng tho 
gas chcnborc. 

10 . Prisoners who died in tho iionowltz hospital buildlni 
woro taken to tho so-oallod nortuary and aftorwards thrown 
Into a truck. At first tho onbulanco was used.; lator thoy 
used a trailer specially constructed for tho purposo which 
hold 15-20 bodies. This truck cano as required which, du¬ 
ring tho rinter, was ovory day. The genoral doblllty of tho 
prisonors and the privations which thoy had to undergo 
produced serious internal conploints, ospooially opidenio 
pneunonia, which I

nysolf observed, particularly when I wa9 in tho word for 
Internal ailnonts. In this bllck, too, thoro woro frequent¬ 
ly two prisoners to ono bed. Tho docth rato was vory high. 
Othor frequent conploints woro deficiency ailnonts; for 
Instance, furunclos, edena and bolls wero pornanent foatu- 
ros. Slight wounds which, in ordinary clrcudstanoes, would 
rapidly have healed, regularly produced bolls, nooossl- 
tatlng a long period of troatnent and thus oxposlng tho 
viotin to the danger of death in tho gas chamber. 

In wlntor there were nany noro coses of illness 
than in sunnor. A largo nunbor of prisoners suffered fron 
frostbite which rondored their llnbs useless. In the win¬ 
ter of 1943-44 as nany as 1200 prisonors cane to tho 
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dlsper.ea-ry for trcatncnt every evening during tho coldost 
weathor. On one particular dey, when tho prisoners wero 
□arched out wlttout rccolVlng any bread, I saw norc then 
twenty oases of collapao In tho evonlng. At least five or 
six of then died. The nunber of pr* sou ore who roportod 
sick always lncrecsod towards the o* tho wook, as they 
wore oouDlotcly exhausted fron thix-.r work on tho Farbon 
building. 

Prisoners did not coco to tho hospital building until 
tho ovcnlng, as thoy were not allowed, as a gcnoral rulo - 
oxcopt In tho case of sovoro Injurscs - to roturn to tho 
canp during tho day. 

The percentage of prisoners acceptod. for troatnent In 
tho Lionowltz hospital building was cuch snallor than tho 
nunber of prisoners vrho woro sick and woro not accoptod. 

I ostldcto the nunbor of prisoners passing through tho 
lionowltz dispensary and hospital building In tho oourso 
of a year at 150,000 to 200,000. 

11 . Our nodical suppllos, whloh wo obtained, fron tho SS 
ncd.ical supplies at Auschwitz, woro quite Inadequate; 
and. wo had no other opportunity of obtaining nodical supp¬ 
llos. We roDonteC.1 y cskod tho oenp d.ootor, howevor, to try 
to get nodlccl suppllos for us fron Farbon. Ho was vory 
willing to grant our requost. As far as I know, howovor. 
no nodical suppllos woro ovor rocolvod. at tho Uonowltz hos¬ 
pital building.

12 .In tho early period wo woro still supplied with propor 
bondages. No furthor natorlol for bmdngos was obtclnod for 
roplccoccnt3, howovor, 30 that fron 1943 on wo had to uoo 
paper bandegos. Prisoners ovon had to work on buna with 
those bondages. Pcpor bandegos woro of no uso at all for 
prisoners at work. Lator, wo had to be very oconow.lcal In 
our uso of those papor bandegos and to uso bandegos of half 
tho propor with. 

13. Up to tho end of 1943 or beginning of 1944 the food In 
tho uonowltz hosoltal building was-tho sene as that glvon 
to prisoners at work, but without tho extra broad ration. 
Tho prison doctors lator succoedoc In obtaining tho oxtra 
bread ration for sick prisoners too. Tho food was, howovor 
entirely Insufficient at all tloos.

1^ Having graduated free the Realachulo (High School) in 1937, I work- 
od in a newspaper office in the Hague and subsequently in a book shop. 

I studied social psychology at r.rjterda- Univorsity.*) Subsequent to 
the German invasion of Holland I did voluntaxy wor.c rith the Datch Red 
Cross. Froo 1938 onwards I was one of the leaders of the Anti-Fascist 
Youth Uoveaent in Holland. Ch several occasions I concealed German 
refugees in my heuse. Free September 1940 onwards I rorked for the 
London IntelUger.ee Service in Holland, tfhen, in 1942, the deportation 
of dews fro- Holland started, I went to the Dutch Deportation Camp, the 
concentration camp at ..estorbork,on behalf of a Jewish Relief organiza¬ 
tion as eocial worker in order to help the inmates there .togethor with 
my wife,to regain their liberty by means of forged papers, etc. I had 
to floe free the cxr.o os there was some dangor that I would bo trans¬ 
ported to the concentration camp at Auschwitz. ’Then 1 arrivod at hems 
in .’jnsterdan, ay vife had already fled in order to evade the clutchoa 
of the Goman Sichwrheltsdienst (SD) (Security Sorvico), who had al¬ 
ready ooarchod our hot'se.

I, Reginald Hartland, 2 Nasons Arms, Grlnley, England, 
after having been warned that I will be liable to punishment 
for making a false statement, herewith stato the following 
under oath of ay own free will and without coercion. 

1. I was born 15 November 1919 at Tenbury Wells, 
Worcestershire, England, My present employment Is "lth the fire 
department under civil service. I was enployod In plumbing 
trade before entering the Army on 15 February 1940. I was 
captured at El Molehill, Lybla on 8 April 1941 while a Private 
\*Uh the Royal Engineers. After two and one-half years In 
Italy, I was transferred to stalag IV B, then to stnlag.VIII B, 
Laatdorf, and I left for Ausohwltz on 16 September 1943. I was 
transferred from Lager 8 to Lager 6 on 21 May 1944 and loft 
Lr.'-er 6 on 21 January 1945 when we started on the maroh through 
Czechoslovakia and Bavaria and were froed by the Amorlcano 


near Regonsburg. 

2. After bolng In Auschwitz for about one week, I stortod 
to work In shop # 797 which, as far no I know, wao In the Lou- 
nc. part of 1.0. Auschwitz, under foreman Muoller. Exoent for 
a for incidents such as the following, wo were not badly treatod 
Coroorsl Reynolds was shot for refusing to ollmb an icy girder 
without sufficient protection and another oorporal was. stabbed. 
Our coeutvido ©Roe refused to work outdoore when It was raining 
hard ana we did net have rain coat3 with ub. 1.0. Obernelster

I wrote to his relatives or friends ss he had requested.

Crocs of lung infoction occur.ed when it was very 
cold or when the weather was chmgin.-, in March and April. 
In many cr.sc3, prisoners with lung Infection rnd high 
fever could not bo -dnitted to the sick-bay duo to over¬ 
crowding. They therefore only received a few tablets to 
reduce their fevor and were sent o-.c!: to work and on tlio 
following day thoy \;oro suffering from severe pnoumonia. 
Against coughs, for example, we had hardly any remedies. 

Vc only had very small quantities of oulphonaaidco. 

During very cold weather and when damp winds v.cro blowing 
abnormally largo numbers of cases of collapse occurred. 
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The prisoners who collapsed ir. Buna were carried to th\ 
sick-bay on stretchers <pncking-c~sc lids, sometimes even 
r. rckir.fi-cr.scs-) or. the shoulders of e, f cllow-workers, wno 
themselves often hr.d difficulty ir. routining upright. 

There- wore also prisoners who could just reach the sick- 
bry by thccs>-lvos, but core then quite finished. They showed 
rll the symptoms of czlirustior., such as squinting etc. 

Ocdcnr.s were typical synptoa3 for lioncwitz.rjid 
these at red ir. exact ratio to the- prevalent degree of 
r-cnerr.l bodily worJtnosa. Furthermore, I remoaber an opido- 
oic of erysipelas, which was rlso the outcoae solely of 
the exhausted condition of the prisoners. Phlegmons were 
a constant syaptom. They appeared in Ilonowitz to a much 

S u-'tcr extent than in other camps. In civil life perhaps 
o'cases of phlegmons caac to ay notice in the courso 
of 20 ye"ro. Th» reason for the unusually violent outbroak 
of phlegmons in Monowitz was the fact chat the prisonors 
h-d only clogs and a-ny had to travel a. long way on foot 
to their work a.s well as wearing the clogs during work. 

The v;or3t c-aos of frost-bite arose among prisonor3 
v/orking in the iron and cable squads. Work in one of thoao 
sou-do oft^n approxiaa.tcd to a sentence of death, as the 
strrir. imposed on tho men wrfs highest there. A few of tho 
Miiooncr3* - not core than about 10,, - hr.d mittens plrcod 
at Cheir disposal by the I.G. for protection. The x.G. wro
